Brazil flew 70 prisoners to 
exile in Chile at midnight 
Wednesday night in exchange 
for the promised release of 
Swiss Ambassador Giovanni 
Bucher. 

The prisoners included 59 
men. 11 women and the three 
children of Italian-born Bruno 
Piloa. who was being freed 
with his wife. 

The release and exile of 70 
prisoners is the highest ran¬ 
som paid in the wave of 
political kidnappings that has 
swept Latin America for 
more than one year. The 
previous record ransom was 
40 political prisoners Brazil 
released and sent to Algeria 
in June 1970 in exchange for a 
kidnapped West German 
ambassador 


The jet airplane took olf at 
exactly midnight from the 
military sector of Galeao s 
international airport 

Policp had ringed the air¬ 
port with guards. Relatives of 
die prisoners were prevented 
from bidding goodbye to 
them. 

The prisoners were hand¬ 
cuffed in pairs, were well 
dressed and wore clean sports 
shirts and slacks.

Hot-Oil Line—Despite Risk

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
interior department Wednes¬ 
day recommended construc¬ 
tion of an 800-mile hot-oil 
pipeline across Alaska despite 
some “unavoidable" adverse 
effects on the environment. 

The undesirable effects, the 
department said in a report, 
would include damage to fish, 
wildlife and their habitat if a

major oil spill occurred, 
degradation o f permafrost 
near the pipeline, localized 
erosion and siltation of some 
streams and waterways. 

But these drawbacks can be 
minimized by enforcement of 
stringent regulations, the re¬ 
port said, and the economic 


benefits to Alaska and the 
nation far outweigh tlie 
dangers. 

In its most detailed report 
to date on tlie environmental 
impact of the controversial 
pipeline proposal, the depart¬ 
ment paved the way for 
issuing a permit for this 


largest engineering feat of its 
kind. 

However, it also announced 
that public hearings will be 
lield next month, giving envi¬ 
ronmental groups another 
chance to challenge the 
government’s conclusions. 

The hearings, to consider 
the pipeline’s pollution risks, 
wiU be held Feb. 12 and 13 in 
Anchorage and Feb. 16 and 17 
in Washington.

“bennies," "speed "pep 
pills," and so on. loom pretty 
large in the current drug 
problem.

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Astonishing Reversal 


DRIME MINISTER TRUDEAU'S suggestion — 
* regarded in some quarters as little more than 
a thinly disguised threat— that Canada may quit 
the Commonwealth if Britain carries out its 
proposal to sell defensive arms to South Africa 
marks a complete change of attitude from the one 
he expressed less than two .weeks ago. 

On December 30, just before he left Canada 
for the Commonwealth conference, he told 
reporters that regardless of the outcome of the 
controversial arms deal between Britain and South 
Africa, Canada would remain a member of the 
organization. 

It was possible, he said, that one or two 
members would leave over the issue but added 
firmly that Canada wouldn’t be one of them. 

Just what has been done or said to make Mr. 
Trudeau change his mind and what the repercus¬ 
sions of such an action would be is open to wide 
and interesting speculation. 

Of the 31 member nations of the -Common¬ 
wealth only a handful have clearly stated that they 
would withdraw from the organization if Britain 
decides on a course of supplying arms to South 
Africa. The leaders of this dissenting group are 
Tanzania, Zambia and Uganda — each of which is 
largely under Ihe diplomatic, economic and, to a 
certain extent, military influence of Communist 
China. 

Can it therefore be reasoned that Canada’s 
new relationship with Communist China has had 


something to do with Mr. Trudeau’s astonishing 
about-fSce? Perhaps not —“ but the thought is 
there. 

Can it be s us petted that if Canada leaves the 
Commonwealth over this issue it could be the first 
step toward establishing this country as a republic 
— an objective much desired by certain influential 
members of Mr. Trudeau’s cabinet? Perhaps 
not—but the thought is there. 

Does Mr. Trudeau really believe that the 
maintaining of good relations with three or four 
totalitarian and largely Communist-leaning states 
in Central and East Africa is conditional upon 
Canada breaking with Britain and the Common¬ 
wealth? 

Does he really believe it is worth giving up all 
the benefits derived through a family association 
which has endured through a century of wars and 
changes? Does he really think that Canada can 
afford to give up the special diplomatic, political 
and trading concessions now enjoyed under the 
Commonwealth organization? 

And finally, does he really believe that Canada 
or any other Commonwealth country has the right 
to override the sovereignty of any other member 
nation by deciding what its policies must or should 
be? 

If the answer to any of these is in the 
affirmative then Mr. Trudeau has demonstrated to 
the world that apart from being bilingual he is also 
bifaced. 


A Suspended Danger 


B .C. RECREATION MINISTER Kenneth Kiernan 
may well have lost a few political points for 
the Social Credit government through his reaction 
to the Ottawa announcement of relinquishment of 
all federal oil and gas exploration permits in the 
Strait of Georgia. He should have let it go at, “Is 
that supposed to be new?” 

The announcement by federal Energy Minister 
J. J. Greene that permits issued six years ago to 
Gulf Oil covering 675,000 acres in the strait had 
been relinquished, and that no further exploration 
for oil or gas would be undertaken, brought from 
Mr. Kiernan as acting B.C. mines minister the 
reminder that provincial permits for exploration in 
coastal waters had been "frozen” by cabinet order 
last summer. The order suspended all payments of 
fees and rentals and performance of work by the 
permit holders “until the matter of jurisdiction and 
administration of mineral rights over water- 
covered areas is resolved between the federal and 
provincial governments.” 

So far, so good. But Mr. Kiernan is not at all 
reassuring when it comes to the difference between 
freezing and relinquishment of permits in this area 
of disputed federal and provincial rights. The 
provincial permits, he noted, could be reactivated 
by rescinding the order-in-council. And again he 
displayed the equivocal provincial government 
attitude to development of this kind: 


“Presumably if there is a natural gas or oil 
reservoir of any extensive nature in the area, it 
could quite foreseeably be reached by drilling in 
the Gulf Islands as well as by drilling in Georgia 
Strait. We have to assess these risks in terms of 
possible dangers to the ecology. But there are 
certain elements of danger to the ecology in taking 
a deep breath. All dangers are variables." 

It may be a long time yet before the question 
of jurisdiction over the floor of Georgia Strait is 
finally resolved, the British Columbia government 
not agreeing with the Supreme Court of Canada 
opinion that the offshore jurisdiction on the West 
Coast belongs to the federal government. Some 
definite challenge will be needed. But meanwhile it 
will not comfort the people around the strait and 
on the Gulf Islands to know that exploration 
presumably will be resumed if the province 
eventually has its way, since there is no other 
means of discovering if “a natural gas or oil 
reservoir of any extensive nature” exists. And who 
will explore if not with the distinct possibility that 
exploitation will be allowed if a discovery is made? 

The point has been made, and we believe is 
widely appreciated, that any oil that may lie under 
the Strait of Georgia is not so vitally needed as to 
justify any hazard to this beautiful environment. 
But Mr. Kiernan and the government of which he 
is part seem not to get the meassage — yet. 


Biafra’s Loud Silence 


W AS IT ONLY ONE year 
ago that Biafra ceased 

to be? 

Emotionally, it seems a 
lifetime ago when the press 
was filled with such words as 
Umuahia, Black Scorpion. 
Ojukwu. Lli, mercy flights. 
Kwashiorkor, genocide, star¬ 
vation. mercy flights. Sao 
Tome. N 

Yet it was only last Jan. 12 
that the shooting stopped and 
reunification begun. 

Since then, from the part of 
Nigeria that used to be 
Biafra. there has been mostly 
silence. A loud silence. 

The outside world is In¬ 
clined to confuse “silence” 
with “peace.” The two are not 
synonymous. Too often they 
are opposites. 

Apart from an initial influx 
of the world’s press into 
defeated Biafra. there hasn't 
been much of anything to 
come out of the eastern 
region in the form of authori¬ 
tative and enlightening re¬ 
ports. 


From the few words avail¬ 
able on the subject today, life 
appears to be hard, though 
not intolerable. Recovery has 
l>een and will be — alow 
and difficult. There is misery 
— but there is survival. And a 
little hope. 

The myth of genocide and a 
federal policy of attrition 
againsd the Ibos has been 
shattered. 

But in the eastern states 
that General Ojukwu once 
corralled into his dream of 
Biafra. there is continuing 
resentment and hostility to¬ 
wards Ibos. There has been a 
slowness in giving Ibos back 
their old jobs: the enclave 
that was Biafra at the end 
now is crowded with unem¬ 
ployed. highly-skilled Ibos. 
Their outlook is bleak. 

The responsibility for this 
problem has been shifted 
from the hands of Eastern 
Nigeria fas Biafra now is 
called) to a federal position. 

Nigeria is still a military 
dictatorship, with few indica¬ 
tions that those in power are 
anxious to speed up a return 
to electoral democracy.

The military, which com¬ 
prised about 10,000 men five 
years ago. now is a super- 
inflated 200.000 or so. 

Unemployment is such that 
a sudden glut on the job 
market of thousands of de¬ 
mobilized soldiers could be 
politically 4- and physically — 
dangerous. 

The legendary corruption of 
those in high places prior to 
the civil war has spread to 
the military. Some small (and 
large) fortunes have been 
made by some officers. 


Nigeria is potentially a 
divided country. 

The political power lies in 
the Moslem north. The west¬ 
ern region is divided and 
traditionally flammable. The 
eastern region is out of the 
action. 

The only ranking civilian in 
the ruling heirarchy is Chief 
Awolowo — who faces criti¬ 
cism and restlessness in his 
western Nigeiria bailiwick of 
Yoruba. 

Recently. Nigeria an¬ 
nounced a 53 billion four-year» 
development program, with 
the state moving more and 
more into the field of private 
industry. 

Some see this as the 
influence of the Soviet Union, 
which, due to the war. has 
gained influence in the coun¬ 
try. 

What it seems to indicate is

a form of socialism — nr 
state capitalism which may 
replace the present military 
dictatorship. Private investors 
are still welcomed, but now 
as "partners in progress.” 

Oil is the financial hope of 
postwar Nigeria. Projections 
are that oil will result in 
revenues exceeding $1 billion. 

As it is. inflation has run 
rampant. The Nigerian pound, 
officially pegged at 52.80. can 
be bought for 51-40 on the 
black fnarket. 

Nigeria, despite the two mil¬ 
lion civil war deaths, has a 
population of 65 million — one 
quarter the population of all 
Africa. Yet the per-capita 
income is still morosely low. 

The head of state. General 
Gowon, has no visible rival 
for power or popularity. And 
few doubt his integrity and 
sincerity. 


Yet those around him are 
not so altruistic. Power is its 
own narcotic, and soLdiers are 
no more immune from it than 
are politicians or revolution¬ 
aries. 

By and large, the past is 
dead . . . forgotten and even 
forgiven. 

And so the second year of 
Nigerian ' peace” begins — 
with most of the action, 
manoeuvrings. and intrigue 
going on beneath the surface. 

Nigeria, in a word, is like 
so many of the other coun¬ 
tries of black Africa, where 
optimism and pessimism are 
in constant conflict with 
reality.

For Law-Breaking Diplomats . . . 


Immunity Bubble May Burst

HISTORY 


Britain recognized by treaty 
for the first time the inde¬ 
pendence of the United States 
187 years ago today — in 
1784.

S OME DAY SOON the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada 
will be bringing down a 
decision that could change the 
shape of diplomacy in Can¬ 
ada. 

And if it does, perhaps the 
change could ripple around 
the world. 

If the supreme court rules 
for the status quo, then 
nothing will change. 

Diplomats will remain dip¬ 
lomats, a cut and a class 
above the common taxpayers 
who must pay for it all. 

But if the court finds that 
the denizens of Diplomatic 
Row. after all. are simply 
people like everyone else, 
ending, if indeed not ended, 
will be the day of .what the 
privilege diplomats have 
chosen to call "immunity.” 

That’s Immunity from such 
hangups as taxes, the law — 
from traffic tickets to man¬ 
slaughter charges — and 
many of those other curbs 
and restrictions that regulate 
your life and mine. 

As things stand now. a 
diplomat may run down and 
kill — and it has happened in 
the national capital — a child, 
and pleading immunity, 
escape any penalty more 
severe than a recall to his 
home office. 

No prosecution, no convic¬ 
tion. no punishment. 

A diplomat’s wife mRy have 
her chauffeur wheel the em¬ 
bassy's lordly limousine onto 
a pedestrian shopping mall 
closed to vehicular traffic — 
as has happened, too — whilo 
she does her banking. 

A diplomat may purchase 
all manner of goodies from 
Cadillacs to Crown Royal tax- 
free, and if he can manage it 
slickly enough — as has 
happened in Ottawa — turn a 
quick profit buck with a cut- 
price resale. 

It has only been the tiny 
minority of the diplomatic 
corps that has engaged in 
such fun and games with 
immunity. 

But there long has been 
more of^iin abuse of seeking 
sancturary in immunity from 
the courts — particularly In 
traffic offences. 

Stop signs? They’re for 
taxpayers. 

Red lights? Not for the 
drivers of some CD (for 
Corps Diplomatique) plated 
foreign jobs. 

Speed limits? No parking 
signs? You must be kidding. 

But now the whole big bag 
of special privilege 4* being 
challenged before the highest 
court of the land. 

It happened this way: 

Back when Montreal Mayor 
Jean Drapeau. with the help 
of taxpayers from all across 
the land, was putting together 
the miracle of Expo '67. the

Republic of the Congo hired 
architect Jean Venne to fash¬ 
ion its pavilion. 

Three years after Expo, the 
Montreal architect com¬ 
plained that not only had the 
Republic of the Congo not 
paid him his * 10,000 fee, but 
pleading diplomatic immunity 
even from contracted obliga¬ 
tions, was refusing payment. 

So Jean Venne sued. 

Right off the legal top, the 
Congo’s counsel argued that 
no court had the required 
jurisdiction — even the lawful 
right — to hear Jean Venne’s 
claim. 

Why not. if the money was 
owing? And nobody was argu¬ 
ing that it wasn't. 

Diplomatic immunity, re¬ 
member? TTiat’s why. 

Well, the trial judge ruled 
this was carrying diplomatic 
immunity a little far, further 
per ha | than the authors of 
this strange device of special 
privilege might have in¬ 
tended. 


The court said it would hear 
the case. 

So the Congo, still pleading 
immunity, protesting the dip¬ 
lomatic injustice of the ruling, 
took the case to the Quebec 
Court of Appeal. 

Mr. Justice George Owen of 
the Quebec Appeal Court in 
making his ruling — for Jean 
Venne and against the Repub¬ 
lic of the Congo — was struck 
and obviously incensed by 
what he considered the in¬ 
credibility of the diplomatic 
position. 

“It is time.” he wrote in his 
judgment, “that our courts 
repudiate the theory of abso¬ 
lute sovereign immunity as 
outdated and inapplicable to 
today’s conditions.” 

The case, he ruled, would 
proceed. 

Taking the position that up 
to at least 1967 — the year of 
Expo and the disputed debt — 
Canada routinely had granted 
“full and complete” immunity 
even from court action to 
diplomats, the Congo took the 


case to the highest tribunal in 
the land. 

The Congo's counsel re¬ 
minded the Supreme Court 
that indeed, in the past, this 
had been its very position. 

Architect Jean Venne’s 
lawyers pleaded that even so, 
might not the court now 
concede that this immunity no 
longer should cover such 
things as legally binding 
contracts, that everyone in 
the community, except per¬ 
haps diplomats, had no choice 
but to honor? 

And might not the Supreme 
Court agree with the Quebec 
Court of Appeal that the 
doctrine of ulwolute sovereign 
immunity was sort of out of 
joint with the 4-hanging 
times? 

The full court of nine 
justices is pondering these 
questions — the roll-call indi¬ 
cating not only interest but 
perhaps conviction that an 
important principle is at 
stake — and is due to deliver 
some judgments January 26. 

This key case of the Congo 
vs. Jean Venne could be 
among them.

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White Mans Monument 
Suspends Indian Life 


Tomorrow is sunrise 
and sunset, and little 
more, for the i,500 
people who crowd the 
weatherbeaten buildings 
of this northeastern Al¬ 
berta community of Fort 
Chipewyan. 

It’s a quiet place, ex¬ 
cept for the sharp cries 
of idle sled dogs chained 
to their small shelters. 
Quiet, not because the 
men are away on the 
traplines or tending to 
nets suspended below the 
ice of Lake Athabasca, 
but quiet because this 
backwoods community, 
where only a handful of 
white men live, is des¬ 
pondent. 

Its people, the Cree, Chipe¬ 
wyan and Metis, say life has 
been suspended by a monu¬ 
ment to the white man’s 
progress — British Columbia's 
W. A. C. Bennett Dam, which 
most Fort Chipewyan resi¬ 
dents have never seen, and 
which many cannot compre¬ 
hend. 

The dam, almost 500 miles 
to the southwest in the 
Rocky Mountains, has har¬ 
nessed the Peace River which 
used to bring spring flood 
waters across Alberta to the 
1,000-square-mile Peace- 
Athabasca river delta here.

The Fort Cliiiiewyan Story 
By JIM POLING 
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The Indian* and Metis say 
.♦bey won’t suffer silently. 
They have hired a Vancouver 
lawyer to prepare a case for 
damages against the British 
Columbia government. The 
amount of the damages 
sought or details of the suit 
have yet to be worked out. 

The people, 760 Crees, 240 
Chipewyan* and about 450 
Metis, say the 600-foot dam, 
completed in 1968, has robbed 
the delta of the life-giving 
floods and Is causing it to dry 
up. And, as a result, muskrat, 
beaver, fish and other wildlife 
upon which they live are 
disappearing. 

★ ★ ★ 

A group of 13 Alberta 
scientists agrees. In a brief to 
the provincial government 
last June, they said willow 
thickets and heavy grass are 
replacing water, ponds are 
freezing to the bottom, 
streams and channels are 
drying up and the levels of 
I^ake Athabasca, where the 
delta drains, are falling 
drastically. 

The brief predicted the 
death of the delta by thirst 
and also forecast the collapse 
of the Lake Athabasca cqpv 
mercial fishing industry with¬ 
in three to five years. 

A symposium to discuss the 
effects of the dam on the 
delta and possible remedies 
will be held in Edmonton 
today and Friday. It was 
organized by the group of 
scientists and is being spon¬ 
sored by the University of 
Alberta. 

★ ★ * 

Spokesmen for the Indians 
and the Metis, persons of 
Indian and white blood, say 
the livelihood of the people is 
drying up with the delta. 

The number of persons on 
welfare at the settlement has 
increased more than 40 per 
cent since the dam was built, 
says Pat Mercredi, band 
manager for the Cree. 


He says that 900 of the 1,000 
Indians now are receiving 
welfare. Before 1968, about 50 
per cent lived off government 
cheques, but Mercredi em¬ 
phasizes, only at certain 
times of the year. 

k k k 

“No one is starving,’' says 
the young Cree who wants a 
better deal for Indians in 
general. "But conditions are 
bad. There’s malnutrition, 
lighting is poor, there’s no 
sewage system and no busi¬ 
ness that will put the money 
back into the community." 

James Henderson. Alberta 
health minister, says the 
effects of the dam on the 
people have been exagger¬ 
ated, although he admits his 
evidence is "superficial.” 

The provincial and federal 
governments paid 520,000 wel¬ 
fare in Fort Chipewyan in 
1967, when the population was 
1,000, he says. He estimates 
that during the 1970-71 fiscal 
year welfare cheques will 
total 540,000, but individual 
social assistance payments 
have increased in the last 
four years and there are 500 
more people in the commun¬ 
ity. 

★ ★ ★ 

Maintaining that most of 
toe problem isn’t Alberta’s 
responsibility because toe In¬ 
dians are looked after by toe 
federal government and much 
of toe area involved is located 
in Wood Buffalo National 
Park, Henderson says he 
finds toe theory that the 
people survived on trapping 
"hard to buy." 

Mercredi doesn’t. He 
manages welfare funds re¬ 
ceived h)m the federal gov¬ 
ernment and estimates he is 
512,000 over budget for the 
first six months of fiscal 1970- 
71. 

Fred Marcel, chief of toe 
Chipewyans, says the Indians 
don’t want welfare because 
they could make more money 
hunting, fishing and trapping 


— if the delta was restored. 

"It’s tough. How the hell 
are we going to live on 
welfare forever?” 

Frank La douceur, president 
of Apithtowkosan. the local 
Metis association, has lived in 
Fort Chipewyan all of his 50 
years and has never seen 
conditions worse. 

"If you can find 15 or 20 of 
our people working, that’s 
good.” 

k k k 

Last fall, he and a partner 
spent one month trapping in 
the delta and returned with 87 
muskrat pelts which paid 
5157. Five years ago they split 
52,525 from 1,000 muskrat 
furs taken from the same 
area in 11 days.

. . work, not welfare 


Ladouceur isn't on the 
welfare rolls yet. and says he 
is feeding his wife and seven 
children by snaring, a little 
trapping and some odds and 
ends. 

"This was the worst Christ¬ 
mas we’ve had since 1 can 
remember. I was mad. Every 
other Christmas I had 5700 or 
5800 in my pocket.” 

★ ★ * 

He doesn’t think the men 
will attempt a spring muskrat 
hunt because toe delta is 
"straight mud or the grass is 
too high.” 

The people admit they can’t 
live on muskrat trapping 
alone, but they say that this 
combined with fishing and 


hunting can keep them Inde¬ 
pendent. Some of the old- 
timers also admit water 
levels in Lake Athabasca 
were lower 40 or 50 years ago 
but what worries them is the 
delta and its animals. 

★ * ★ 

The delta is an important 
breeding and rest area for 
waterfowl from all four of 
North America’s major fly- 
ways. Its channels also pro¬ 
vide spawning beds for pike 
and pickerel from Lake Atha¬ 
basca. 

Ladouceur says duck and 
geese come in fewer numbers 
now because of the low water 
and the fish haven't enough 
water to get into the spawn¬ 
ing areas. 

Last year a commercial 
fishing co-operative was 
formed in the settlement but 
was knocked down by two 
strokes of bad luck. 

k k k 

The fishing season was 
delayed one month by heavy 
ice on thu lake near the delta. 
When the men finally started 
fishing, an oil slick from the 
Great Canadian Oil Sands Co. 
plant upstream on the Atha¬ 
basca River at Fort McMur- 
ray closed the season. 

Ladouceur says the co¬ 
operative received about 538.- 
000 in damages from toe 
company but oil can still be 
found in parts of the lake and 
in the delta. 

A spring hunt for muskrat 
would determine the gravity 
of toe situation, says Roy 
Gilmore, department of In¬ 
dian affairs and northern 
development agent in the 
settlement. 

★ ★ ★ 

He says there was little 
rainfall in the area last 
summer and this could be a 
reason for the low water. 
However, time will tell 
whether the water levels will 
rise again. 

Gilmore says toe average 
trapper earns about 5500 a 
year while a good trapper in 
the past has made as much 
as 53.000 to 55.000 in one year. 

Says Mercredi: "No matter 
how harsh the conditions are, 
we’ll make it — physically. 

"The only thing that 
bothers me is the psychologi¬ 
cal effects. The way the 
people live here now ... the 
sun goes up and the sun goes 
down.”

Lougheed says Alberta and 
B.C. knew the huge dam 
would change the delta’s 
ecology even before construc¬ 
tion began. The dam was 
completed in 1968. 

The Conservatives contend 
Alberta should have received 
compensation from B.C. for 
damages to toe delta and to 
the welfare of the 1,500 Indian 
and Metis people who live off 
its wildlife. 

k k k 

James Henderson. Alberta’s 
health minister, says the dam 
will bring great benefits to 
Alberta. The province is 
considering building two dams 
on its side of the Peace 
River, which will bring cheap 
power to northern Alberta. 
These dams, he says, could 
not have been possible with¬ 
out the Bennett Dam. 

These benefits must be 
weighted against the changes 
in the delta, he says. 

A. H. MacPherson. western 
regional director of the Cana¬ 
dian Wildlife Service, says a 
solution must be found no 
later than 1972 or the willow 
thickets and grass will have 
too great a hold to be 
destroyed. 

k k k 

“But we must decide first 
what balance of values we 
are going for.” 

He says one solution could 
be good for muskrat and 
beaver which the Indians trap 
but detrimental to waterfowl 
an<l large animals, or con¬ 
versely. 

Various solutions have been 
suggested. One is to ask B.C. 
to let more water through the 

dam, another is to build 
small dams on streams within 


toe delta to retain more 
water. 

Some answers may come 
from a conference starting 
today and from the studies of 
a federal group expected to 
examine the delta this year. 
B.C., Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan have been invited to join 
the force and Henderson says 
this is the only way anything 
can be accomplished. 

An Alberta civil servant is 
working on a theory which 
would just let the delta die. 
Dned-up areas could be given 
to the Indians for ' potato 
farming, which he says would 
bring more income than trap¬ 
ping ever did.

Whether the delta dries or 
not one tiling seems assured 
— the issue is going to live 
for a long time.

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Goyer Defends Young Offenders Bill

End to Paternalism 


OTTAWA (CP) — Solicitor-General Je&n-Pierre 
Goyer led off the defence of his controversial young 
offenders bill in the Commons Wednesday, main¬ 
taining it will remove young people from a vague 
and sometimes arbitrary legal position within the 
current "paternalistic” system. 


B.C. Counsel Wants 
Age Law Invalidated 


The bill would instil a 
greater sense of individual 
responsibility among young 
people by treating them as 
persons capable of under¬ 
standing their real interest, 
Goyer said, leading off second- 
reading debate on the mea¬ 
sure. 

The leg islation would 
clearly define offences for 
young people, rather than 
subject them to punishment 
under one vague “juvenile 
delinquent” status for 
offences ranging from burg¬ 
lary to spooning under the full 
moon. It would also ensure 
equal treatment across the 
country for youths accused of 
criminal offences. 

★ * ★ 

The bill has been criticized 
on the ground it would set up 
a junior Criminal Code and 
brand young people as 
criminal offenders. 

Goyer said the proposed act 
would limit the jurisdiction of 
juvenile courts to dealing with 
persons between the ages of 
10 and 17, or 18 in some 
cases.

It would ensure that when 
young people are charged 
under federal, and thus 
criminal, legislation, they 
would be charged with clearly- 
defined offences. 

The current Juvenile Delin¬ 
quents Act covers youths who 
violate the Criminal Code, but 
also deals with “any child . . 
who is guilty of sexual 
immorality or any similar 
form of vice, or who is liable 
by reason of any other act to 
be committed to an industrial 
school or juvenile reforma¬ 
tory. . . 


The provisions of the new 
bill, Goyer said, would tend to 
treat the young person as a 
more responsible being. 

He would be dealt with by 
summons rather than warrant 
wherever possible and could 
insist upon the aid of lawyer 
or an adult assistant before 
making any statements on his 
alleged offence. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A decision will be 
brought down Jan. 29 in a case in which a defence 
lawyer questions the right of the federal govern¬ 
ment to lower the juvenile age in British Columbia 
to 17 from 18. 

The age-lowering was done by a federal 
proclamation last October. Seeking to have it de¬ 
clared invalid is lawyer Douglas Joliff, defending 
a 17-year-old accused of theft.

OTTAWA (CP) — With 
Interest rates tumbling in all 
directions for savers and 
Investors, Canada Savings 
Bonds have emerged as an 
even more attractive buy. 

Paying 7.75 per cent this 
year and 7.81 per cent if held 
to maturity in 11 years, the 
bonds that went on sale last 
November are still available 
through banks, investment 
dealers and other authorized 
sellers. 

Normally, one year’s bonds 
remain on sale until a couple 
of months before the next 
issue is made available, and 
last November’s issue could 
be bought, with payment ,|or 
the accrued value of Interest 
coupons, until next August. 

But with bank deposit in¬ 
terest rates and interest 
available on other forms of 
savings and investment cer¬ 
tificates falling, the question 
arises as to whether the 
government will continue to 


welcome fiWh sales of the 
1970-71 bonds. 

So far, government sources 
indicate, no real thought is 
being given to withdrawing 
them. 

Finance Minister Edgar 
Benson has authority to withe 
draw them from sale at any 
time, without notice. Sources 
say, however, that he would 
normally have to give some 
notice because of the large 
number o f sellers. They 
should all be made aware of 
the end of sale at the same 
time. 

Last Nov. 18, when nearly 
all of the regular fall sales 
drive returns were in, Canada 
Savings Bonds outstanding — 
including the new' and all 
previous issues — totalled 
$7,206 million. 

While sales continue, there 
is normally a net weekly 
redemption of bonds as 
holders want or need the 
ready cash.

"While economic relations 
with the United States are 
bound to experience some 
strain for reasons not of 
Canada’s making, the situa¬ 
tion is not helped by the 
rising preoccupation with 
foreign ownership, much of 
which confuses economic 
goals with economic means to 
achieve goals. 


"When we look abroad, we 
find ourselves facing a num¬ 
ber of uncertainties as the 
Common Market countries 
draw closer together, and as 
Britain contemplates joining 
the group. 

"Our international trading 
position has remained re¬ 
markably strong even after 
seven months’ experience of a 
higher exchange rate. But the 
outlook includes some 
threatening clouds on both 
our southern and eastern 
horizons, and 1971 may well 
be a year of serious difficul¬ 
ties for Canada in negotiating 
long-term arrangements." 


Cedric Ritchie, the bank’s 
chief general manager, said 
that in 1970 the bank’s total 
assets rose "to a new high 
despite the general restraints 
in effect both in Canada and 
abroad." 

"Our balance of revenue for 
the year showed an increase 
of just over 3 per cent and 
the balance of profits after 
taxes rose 12.2 per cent.

The government does not 
seem embarrassed by any 
fresh inflow of money from 
CSB sales, and there appears 
to be no sign their continued 
sales is upsetting normal 
bond market activity. CSB 
buyers are mainly small 
investors, and there are limits 
on the amount anyone can 
buy.

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Perhaps there are *ome hockey fans who like it this way 


but I'm certain that most are getting a bit stuffed up on the 
fighting which is so often the main action in National Hockey 
League games this season. Few mind a bit of honest fist¬ 
swinging here and there to spice things but this season’s glut of 
sweater-pulling brawls, most of them involving every player on 
the ice except the goalkeepers and too many including players 
from the benches, is making a sorry spectacle of a grand 
spectator game. 

Played as it should be played, hockey is a fascinating 
spectacle — a body-contact sport which better than any other 
can combine artistry with speed. Played the way it is being 
played this season in the NHL it far too often resembles 
something an enterprising wrestling promoter has dreamed up 
to keep his gullible public coming. The skiljs being played up 
most, and often the most prized, are not those of skating, stick¬ 
handling or passing but those of the boxer, or even the karate 
expert. More is being made of the Keith Magnusons than the 
J.C. Tremblays and the John Fergusons are deemed more 
valuable than the Jean Ratelles. 


Sadder than that, the trend is seemingly for more violence. 
Last season brought a record 11,504 penalty minutes for an 
average of 2S.2 minutes per game. This season the average for 
the first 282 games, which takes in Sunday's action, was a 
whopping 29.1 minutes. 

Some of the blame can be put on what appears to be a 
demand by the ticket-purchasing public for more violence and 
more can be laid at the door of expansion but most can be 
charged to the thinking of club owners and their coaches. They 
are convinced, almost to a man, that the road to hockey 
success is paved with the fallen bodies of opponents knocked 
down by charging, a high stick, a right to the kisser or a karate 
chop. 

This hockey philosophy dates back to the time, long ago, 
that Connie Smythe proclaimed "If you can’t beat them in an 
alley you can’t beat them on the ice." 

He has many enthusiastic subscribers to his basic hockey 
theory. Last week coach A1 MacNeil of Montreal Canadiens 
went on record as saying that his club was spurred to a 7-3 
victory over Vancouver Canucks by Ferguson’s fight with Mike 
Corrigan and some other illegal activities. And last Sunday 
coach Vic Stasiuk of Philadelphia Flyers said the 3-2 decision 
over Canadiens was inspired by Simon Nolet getting into a fight 
with Ferguson. 

"Sure, maybe our guy lost the fight.” Stasiuk said, "but the 
Important thing is that he stood up there and slugged it out 
with the toughest guy in the business. That has to give a team 
a lift." 


Unfortunately, quite a case can be made out for this line of 
reasoning because it has been proven time and again in hockey 
that intimidating play can carry the day and that the addition 
of an intimidating player can often transform a loser into a 
winner. 


One example that comes to mind is a Stanley Cup playoff 
of several years ago in which Chicago Black Hawks 
surrendered meekly after standing around and watching while 
Ferguson punched out one of their number in the first game. 

Then there is the evidence of what Ferguson has meant to 
Canadiens as their “policeman.” It can also be argued with 
reason that Chicago Black Hawks didn’t regain status as a 
league power until Keith Magnuson, who has since taken boxing 
and karate lessons to solidify his standing, joined them last 
season. And it wasn’t exactly coincidental that Toronto Maple 
Leafs started their splurge this season shortly after Bobby 
Baun, a veteran belter, and Brian Spencer, younger but even 
more enthusiastic about knocking people down, joined the 
lineup. 

These are the things which keep coaches believing in the 
power of muscular intimidation and which turn the border-line 
player into an assassin in his efforts to continue to earn an 
NHL salary. They are also the things which prevent the fans 
from seeing the game's artists at their best and the game from 
being played as it was intended to be played. 


But there is another side to the coin. Dave Keon makes 
more "hits” than most players, has never drawn more than 12 
minutes In penalties in one season and has only two minutes 
this season, which is likely to be the best of his brilliant career. 


And there is Stan Mikita, who justly earned a reputation as 
a "chippy” flayer while averaging more than 100 penalty 
minutes in his first seven NHL seasons and then in an amazing 
transformation created hockey history by winning the Lady 
Byng, Hart and Ross Trophies two seasons in a row. 

Neither Keon or Mikita, or scores of others above the 
status of Journeyman, needed more than reasonable 
aggressiveness to succeed. Intimidation, which leads to the 
brawling, is almost always the ploy of the less gifted, and it’s 
likely to be with us for some time because expansion has left 
many clubs with too many of the less gifted. And, I’m afraid, 
because television is making heroes as well as hams of the 
hullies and the short-tempered. About one more of those 
sweater-pulling NHL jobs this season and I’ll not argue again 
that the NHL brand of hockey is superior as spectator fare 
than that played under international rules.

U.S. Colleges Tighten Import Rule 


HOUSTON (UPI) — The NCAA Wednesday passed aa 
amendment to its constitution which prohibits members of 
major Junior A division In the Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Association from playing hockey for NCAA schools in the 
United States. 

It was one of three role changes adopted by the NCAA 
convention which stiffens the requirement for recruiting 
Canadian hockey players by NCAA schools. 

In effect, the provision banning major Junior A players 
means that the NCAA considers them professional. 

The NCAA passed a companion amend meat to the 
constitution which says that any player In the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association who receives any salary, bonus 


or expenses in excess of those actually incurred on a road 
trip to be Ineligible for an NCAA school. 

Many NCAA schools recruit hockey players from 
Canadian amateur leagues. 

The third change says that any player from a foreign 
country participating In sport at home will lose one year’s 
elegiblllty for every twelve-month period after his 19 th 
birthday. 

That means that any 23-year-old player would not have 
any eligibility remaining at an NCAA school.

Sonny Liston's death brings memories, some rather 
personal in character. One has to do with a breakfast among 
the slot machines and blackjack games In Las Vegas before 
Liston's second match with Floyd Patterson. 

Not many heavyweight champions have been distinguished 
for their scholariy attainments, as Gene Tunney was, but 
Liston was the only real illiterate among them, unable to read 
or write. Hit wife Geraldine often read from the eporta pages 
aloud and Sonny listened. He was generally uncommunicative, 
though, so It was difficult to guess how much he retained and 
whether he associated the writer's name with what was 
written. f 

The Las Vegas match was his first defense of the 
championship that he had won from Patterson with a first- 
round knockout in Chicago. When Patterson agreed to fight 
him, some of the Eagle Scouts in and around sports had been 
scandalized. They insisted that a labor goon and head-breaker 
who had done time for armed robbery should not have a chance 
to win the heavyweight championship of the world and so 
qualify as a model for hero-worshipping youth. 'Hreir attitude 
Inspired a column In this space asking what was wrong with 
having jailbirds in boxing ail of a sudden. 

T>w breakfast engagement in Vegas was the Idea of 
Benny Bentley, the publicity man in Liston’s camp. Setting up 
the date, he started to brief the fighter about the party of the 
second part. “Now, Red Smith ..he began, but an uplifted 
palm silenced him. 

“He's the one,” Sonny said, “wrote there ain’t hardly no 
archbishops win the heavyweight championship.”

Even so, the big guy’s mood wssn’t exactly expansive when 
be showed up for breakfast. In the interview written 
immediately afterward, his boyish charm was mostly beneath 
the surface. Only In a few passages did hie repartee sparkle. 
Once he iaid, "Uh." Later, expanding a trifle, he said, “No.” 
And at last, taking off the conversational wraps, he said, 
“Unhuhn.”

When he was training in Dedham, Mass., for the second 
performance with Cassius Clay — the one that eventually came 
off In Lewiston, Me., I sat chatting with his trainer, Willie 
Reddish, whom I had known when Willie was a Philadelphia 
heavyweight and I was a reporter on the old Record. We 
rapped along about old Philadelphia days and at one potnt I 
said, “Yes, I did 10 years hard in Philadelphia!” 

A little removed, Liston was sitting with his back to us and 
he hadn’t appeared to be listening, but now his head swiveled 
around. # 

"Hard, 1 ’ he said. “No good time?” 

“Not a bloody hour, Sonny,” I said. 

After the workout when I entered the tiny cubicle that was 
his dressing room he snatched a stack of towels off a chair to 
make a seat for me. With every evidence of confidence and 
candor he answered all my questions. At length I rose to leave, 
wished him luck, and we shook hands. 

“Any time.” he said cordially. “Any time." Obviously, any 
old con from Philadelphia was a friend of Sonny’s.

Nor could anybody have been more at ease, or enjoying 
himself more obviously, than Liston was receiving the press the 
morning after he won the championship in Chicago. He sat up 
front at a long table like chairman of the board and handled a 
microphone as though he had invented it.

gold medalist. "I didn’t want 
to disturb him. As much as I 
wanted to talk with him I 
didn’t go over.” 

The particular incident is 
cited simply to demonstrate 
the degree of sensitivity 
which is locked inside an 
individual like Bob Hayes, 
who is completing his sixth 
season with the Cowboys and 
playing out his option with 
them. 

He’s doing that because 
they’re paying him $32,000 
and because he feels he has 
been underpaid for years, 
which is probably true. He 
also believes he’s worth 
$70,000, which to something 
the Cowboys will have to 
decide by May 1 or give up 
their claim on him. 

Before he came down here 
for Sunday’s 8uper Bowl 
game with Baltimore it was 
said in Dallas that if Bob 
Hayes left Miami still un¬ 
signed he was a cinch not to 
be back with the Cowboys 
next season. 

NOT QUITE TRUE 

“That’s not quite true,’* 
says the 27-year-old wide 
receiver. “I love Dallas, the 
town and everything. First of 
all I came down here for the 
Super Bowl game, not to talk 
about my contract. So I’m not 
going to do it. There’» nothing 
different about my contract. I 
haven’t spoken to them (the 
Cowboys) about it aince July 
so my situation is the same. 
I’ll only aay this: I feel a 
ballplayer should get what 
he’« worth. 

“Regardless of what color 
he it,” he added, sitting up 
against a wire fence at 
Yankees Stadium here where 
the Cowboys go through their 
daily drills. 

Did Hayes feel color had 
anything to do with his 
situation? “No,” he said 
thoughtfully. “Not exactly. But 
I remember when I was 
benched early in the season, 
and there was all this talk 
about me not signing my 
contract and playing out my 
option. I got crank calls. A lot 
of ’em. 

“My wife would go shopping 
and people would tell her she 
ahould be back In Africa 
picking cotton. She took it in 
stride and I’m proud of her. 
Some small-minded people 
felt I was asking for a million 
dollars. Well I’m not asking 
for a million dollars. Not 
anything like that." 

Bob Hayes makes one thing 
plain. He thinks the world of 
Tom Landry, the Cowboys’ 
coach, even though Landry 
benched him for five games 
this past season. 

“I think Tom and I have 
one of the best relationships 
in sports,” he says. “I respect 
him as a coach and as a 
man.” 

Hayes led all Dallas pass 
receivers this season with 34 
catches for 889 yards, an 


average of 26.1 yards per 
catch and 10 touchdowns. 

The Cowboys aren’t likely 
to let somebody like that get 
away. 

Hayes is amused by thB 
people who say all he has it 
speed. 


•‘What in hell more do you 
need?" he laughs. “Speed is 
the greatest asset you can 
have in this game. On a man- 
to-man situation I’d say it 
counts for 90 per cent.”

Namath Feels NFL Guilty 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Joe 
Namath, New York Jets* 
quarterback, said Wednesday 
he felt tot National Football 
League was guilty of anti¬ 
trust violations. 

He made the comment to 
reporter* after testifying for 
two hours as the day's first 
witne** before a federal 
grand jury investigating 
operations of the NFL. 

"If you don’t like your 
contract or the team that 
drafts you, what can you 
doT” Namath atod. 

He said he was satisfied 
with hit contract with the 
Jets, which has one year to 
nin, but added that he 
thought some of the NFL 
regulations were not fair to 
player* just coining out of 
ooilege. 

He was followed in the jury 
room by Dave Parks. 29, a 
tight end tor New Orleana 
Saints. 

Namalh. 37, declined to 
dlacue* details of his testi¬ 
mony before the grand jury, 
saying "we covered a lot of 
subject*.” He did say that he 
was asked about option 
clause* in players’ contracts 
and about operations of pro 
football teams. 

He would not say whether 
the juror* questioned him 
about hi* controversy with 
NFL Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle which led to Namath 
announcing that he would 
retire from professional foot¬ 
ball. 

Parks told reporters after 
testifying that he felt he waa 
subpoenaed because the grand 
jury was Interested in the 
circumstances of his transfer 
from the San Francisco 49ers 
to the Saints. 

Parks played out his option 
with the 49ers in 1967 and 
signed with the Saints the 
following year. He was in the 


New Orleans training camp iti 
1968 when Rozelle told the 
Saints they must give up their 
No. 1 draft pick, defensive 
tackle Kevin Hardy, to San 
Fra note co. 

Rozelle al§o ordered the 
Saints to give their No. 1 pick- 
in the 1969 draft to the 49ers. 
who selected tight-end Dave 
Kwalick of Penn State. 

Parks said the fact that the 
Saints had to give up two No. 


1 draft picks (or him “put a 
lot of pressure on me.” 

Parks taM he felt that 
Rozelle was trying “to put a 
stop to player* playing out 
their option and he used me 
as an example.” 

He. said he didn’t know 
whether Roselle’s actions in 
his case violated antitrust 
laws, but that f)e felt the 
commissioner’s powers should 
be curtailed.

(UPI) —; The defence rested 
Wednesday in the My Uii 
court-martial of Sgt. Charles 
Hutto and the judge said 
before sending the case to the 
jury he would instruct the 
panel that the order to wipe 
out the Vietnamese village 
“was illegal.” 

Hutto. 22, of Tallulah. La., 
has contended he merely was 
carrying out orders when he 
opened fire at unarmed My 
Lai villagers on March 16. 


1968, the day American forces 
made a n infantry sweep 
through the hamlet to rout 
Viet Cong. 

Before resting, the defence 
introduced into evidence the 
oath Hutto took at the time 
he enlisted in the army. In it 
he swore to “obey the orders 
of the president and the 
orders of the officers ap¬ 
pointed over me in accord¬ 
ance with the uniform code of 
military justice." 

Hutto is charged with Intent 


to commit murder and 
assault by firing his rifle at 
not fewer than six villagers. 
If convicted by the six 
officers hearing his case, all 
Vietnam veterans, he could 
be sentenced to 20 years in 
prison, i 

The ^oung GI did not take 
the stand in his own defence, 
but several of the nine 
witnesses who appeared on 
his behalf testified Hutto's 
unit had orders from Capt. 
Ernest Medina to destroy My 
Lai and kill all its occupants, 


including women and chil¬ 
dren. 

With the jury out of the 
room Col. Kenneth Howard, 
the military judge, said he 
would instruct the panel fol¬ 
lowing closing arguments 
Thursday that the Medina 
order was “illegal as a 
matter of law.” 

“But," he added. “I will 
leave it to the court to 
determine if it was manifestly 
illegal." or illegal on its face. 

He said he would tell the 
Jury to apply a “reasonable 


man rule — would a reason¬ 
able man under those condi¬ 
tions know the -order was 
illegal?" 

The judge said he would 
give the jury three choices in 
the case: find Hutto guilty of 
assault with intent to commit 
murder ; guilty of assault with 
a deadly weapon, or not 
guilty. • 

The prosecution produced 
only four witnesses against 
Hutto, and none testified to 
seeing the defendant open fire 
at Vietnamese civilians. 


FT. BENNING. Ga. (UPIJ 
A helicopter pilot who flew 
the commander of Task 
Force Barker over the in-' 
fantry sweef> of My Lai 
testified Wednesday the 
senior officer remarked that 
“something wasn’t right in ‘ 
the My Lai area." 

The testimony came from 
Dean Lynn. 22. of Winthrop, 
Minn., the final witness of the 
day in the murder trial of 1st 
Lt. William Calley. 

Lynn said the remarks of 


Lt. Col. Frank Barker 
subsequently killed in Viet 
Nam —“made me understand 
he knew what was happen¬ 
ing." What the government 
charged was happening as 
Barker flew over the village 
was the massacre by his task 
force of hundreds of unarmed 
villagers. 

Asked if he could remember 
any of Barker's comments 
during the trip, Lynn said “I 
remember Col. Barker said 
something to somebody — I 


don’t know who it was 
— Relieve my anxieties’ or T 
noticed something wasn’t 
right in the My Lai area.’ " 

Earlier in the day, an Afro- 
coifed former GI refused to 
testify at the court-martial. 

Vdmado Simpson, 23. a 
student at Jackson (Miss.) 
State College, pleaded the 3th 
amendment, that his testi¬ 
mony could be self incriminat¬ 
ing, and trial judge Col. Reid 
Kennedy refused to order him 
to take the stand.

Major public works in Esquimalt and Oak Bay 
appear to be out of the running for low-cost, make- 
work loans from the federal government. 


A shadow was cart over the 
projects by deadlines for 
plans and work completion 
announced this week. 

But in Saanich, it appeared 
that at least two of three 
projects proposed to take 
advantage of the loan fund 
would go forward, and in 
Victoria, Mayor Courtney 
Haddock said he was hopeful 
that “flexibility” in the an¬ 
nounced deadlines would 
allow a cultural centre pro¬ 
posal to proceed. 

A letter, sent from the 
provincial municipal affairs 
department Tuesday and 
received Wednesday in die 
municipalities, said the only 
projects that could be con-

sldered for loans would be 
those for which “working 
drawings” will be completed 
or near completion by March 
31, 1971. 

It further stated that pro¬ 
jects would have to be started 
no later than Oct. 1, 1971 and 
completed by March 31. 1972. 
Money from the fund is being 
made available through the 
provincial government. 

Esquimalt Mayor Arthur 
Young said the municipality’s 
plan to borrow’ about $800,000 
for construction of an activity 
centre could likely not be 
carried out under the condi¬ 
tions staled. 


Guidelines Too Difficult 


Members of the Capi¬ 
tal Regional Board 
served notice Wednesday 
that they are prepared 
to fight any attempt by 
mining companies to 
work claims on regional 
parkland. 

The board will base its fight 
on the promise that there is 
no way in which money can 
make good any destruction of 
parkland. 

Board members rejected an 
application from Citex Mines 
Ltd. that the firm be allowed 
to continue a copper mining 
program in the new East 
Sooke Park. 


“My first impression is 
that, within the guidelines 
stated, we would find it very 
difficult "to comply,” he said. 

“We just have a sort of 
sketch plan and we definitely 
couldn’t commit the cost of 
architectural plans until the 
bylaw has been passed 
(following a Feb. 27 referen¬ 
dum).” 

Young said a further ami- 
plication was that council had 
been thinking in terms of 
completion in late summer of 
1972 rather than spring. 

He said, however, that 
council might decide to try a 
different form of financing 
rather than drop the idea of 
the centre at this time. 

In Oak Bay. * where council 
has applied for $750,000 to 
build a recreation complex. 


Mayor Frances Elford said 
she thought it highly unlikely 
working drawings could be 
prepared in time to meet the 
deadline. 

Council will decide before 
the end of this month though, 
she said, as to whether or not 
it would like drawings to be 
hurriedly prepared or whether 
it would prefer to apply for 
money for some smaller 
items such as the planned 
Henderson Park pavilion. 

It has already also applied 
for funds to construct a senior 
citizens centre. 

A spokesman for the muni¬ 
cipal affairs department said 
that although the application 
date had passed, new applica¬ 
tions would probably still be 
accepted at this stage.

Saanich Mauor Hugh Curtis

Haddock told the Colonist:

I 
don’t believe they are hard 
and fast cut-off dates, but 
contain considerable flexibil¬ 
ity. And I’m sure the author¬ 
ities would be amenable to an 
approach for possible exten¬ 
sions.” 

In his inaugural speech to 
Victoria council Jan. 4, 
Haddock proposed construc¬ 
tion of a $7.5 million cultural 
centre on the Crystal Garden 
site. 

He proposed that S2.5 
million of the money come 
from the make-work loan 
fund and said Wednesday that 
Victoria had already made 
application to the B.C. muni¬ 
cipal affairs department for 
that amount. 


Marquardt Appeals 
12-Count Conviction 


An appeal was filed in the 
B.C. Court of Appeals Wed¬ 
nesday against the conviction 
of Siegfried Marquardt on 12 
counts of fraud after Judge 
M. L. T. Drake had sentenced 
Marquardt to two years in 
prison. 

Bail was set as one surety 
of $20,000 by Chief Justice 
Herbert Davey pending the 
results of the appeal. Mar¬ 
quardt, was in custody less 
than an hour before the bail 
was raised and he was free. 

The sentence of two } ears 
was imposed on Marquardt in 
Victoria County Court Wed¬ 
nesday morning, two days 
after he was convicted on the 


12 counts which involved 
more than $22,500. ' 

Marquardt, 38, of 2841 Sea 
View Road, Saanich, was 
jailed for one year on the 
first 11 counts and two years 
on the twelfth count, the 
sentences to be served con¬ 
currently. 

In passing sentence Drake 
said Marquardt had been 
“convicted of fraud on the 
clearest of evidence.” The 
“secrecy” with which he had 
conducted the fraud was an 
“aggravating circumstance.” 
he said. 

However, it was not “one of 
those unpleasant cases” 
where an inexperienced 
person was defrauded by a

confidence trickster, he said. 
Those who might have suf¬ 
fered losses from the fraud 
were experienced business¬ 
men and were aware they 
were involved in a risky 
enterprise, he noted. 


Drake said he did not feel 
prison would hav;e a rehabili¬ 
tating effect on Marquardt, 
but that he had to consider 
the “public interest” in pass¬ 
ing sentence. This parti¬ 
cularly included the question 
of the sentence acting as a 
deterrent to other persons 
who might be tempted to 
attempt the same type of 
crime. 

In a submission before 
sentence was passed, defence 
lawyer David Williams asked 
Drake to consider either a 
suspended sentence or a 
nominal jail term of one day 
and a fine as punishment. 


Women who occupy hospital 
beds while having abortions 
are wrecking the plans of 
hospital board directors to 
provide more acute eare beds 
in the Capital Region, accord¬ 
ing to Victoria Mayor Court¬ 
ney Haddock. 

At a meeting Wednesday of 
the Capital Region’s hospital 
board, he advocated the set¬ 
ting up of a departmertt of 
preventative medicine with an 
area for abortion cases.

“These cases have to come 
In and have to be performed 
at a certain time.” said 


Haddock “and they push out 
someone who is waiting des¬ 
perately for a surgical bed.” 

He said tlie women are 
being put into the out-patient 
surgery bods which had been 
designed to take minor sur¬ 
gery cases, freeing acute-care 
beds for major needs. 

He said the number of 
abortion cases is increasing 
rapidly. 

“And there are repeaters," 
he said. 

He suggested that the users 
should pay for abortions, at a 
reasonable rate perhaps 
one-fifth of the $500 fee said 


to have been charged by one 
Vancouver doctor. 

"Perhaps this way we could 
control this and get the 
facilities we. need,” added 
rtaddock. 

He said there are also 831 
sterilizations waiting to be 
done. 

“If tliis compounds then at 
the end of 1971 w f e are going 
to be in pretty serious trouble 
as far as surgical beds are 
cdricemed.” he said. 

Saanich Mayor Hugh Curtis 
said he agreed that there is a 
serious problem, and that a 
special department attached 
to a hospital could be a help. 


I wouldn’t want to be a 
party to an abortion clinic, 
though.” he said. Curtis was 
opposed to tile idea of fees, 
which gave the impression 
that abortions were only for 
those who could afford them. 

Oak Bay Mayor Francis 
Elford agreed with Curtis. 

"I am not in favor of hie 
user paying unless you are 
also going to make the man 
who gets drunk and drives his 
car pay for any injury he 
causes to others." she said. 

Haddock was asked to 
prepare a written submission 
for discussion by the hospital 
advisory* committee.

Williams said Marquardt’s 
explanation of his actions was 
that he was attempting to 
evade income tax and added 
that if he had been charged 
under the Income Tax Act, he 
would likely have received a 
fine as punishment. 


Marquardt had already suf¬ 
fered considerable punish¬ 
ment by being publicly 
indicted, tried, and convicted 
on tlie fraud charge. Williams 
said. 

He noted that Marquardt 
was married and had three 
small children and that three 
witnesses had testified as to 
his good character 


Prosecutor Brian Smith told 
Drake lie felt a suspended 
sentence ora fine would be 
“inappropriate” a s punish¬ 
ment because others would 
not be deterred from commit¬ 
ting similar crimes by it. He 
noted that Marquardt had 
engaged in “a scheme over a 
period of time” to take 
money from V.I. Shipyards. 

The 12 counts on which 
Marquardt was convicted in¬ 
volved more than $22,500 
diverted from V.I. Shipyards’ 
accounts in late 1968 
early 1969 


"The existence of the 
mining claims was known to 
us prior to purchase." board 
chairman Hugh Curtis 
acknowledged at a board 
meeting.

Citex Mines Ltd. said it held 
certain mineral claims on the 
Sooke Peninsula, which had 
been the object of exploration 
programs since 1968.

“The disruption caused by 
the delays from the Regional 
Parks Board are critical to us 
and we solicit your utmost co¬ 
operation in settling this 
matter immediately,” said 
the letter. 

“We have raised public 
money on the Vancouver 
Stock Exchange to spend on 
these programs and we are 
under a serious obligation to 
our shareholders and the 
Vancouver Stock Exchange to 
complete this program im¬ 
mediately.” added the letter. 

Patterson said that in his 
view the land in East Sooke is 
already occupied for other 
than mining purposes and 
Citex Mines would have to gel 
in touch with the district 
before entering the property. 
* * * 

If the firm was unable to 
reach an agreement with the 
region then the company 
would have to make a sub¬ 
mission to the gold commis¬ 
sioner and set an amount of 
adequate securitpjor any loss 


or damage that could be 
caused. 

Patterson said the deputy 
chief gold commissioner has 
been advised of the matter 
and has indicated that no 
permission would be granted 
to Citex without discussion 
with the region. 

“In our view the Capital 
Regional Board should refuse 
to consider entry by Citex 
Mines Ltd. on the property in 
question,” said Patterson. '

A draft letter, which will be 
sent to Citex refusing entry, 
was approved by board mem¬ 
bers. 

“It is considered, that these 
lands are of great value for 
recreational purposes and 
they were only acquired after 
tlie most lengthy and difficult 
negotiations and at consider¬ 
able cost,” says the draft 
letter. 

“Tlie Capital Regional 
Board Is, therefore, unalter¬ 
ably opposed to your entry on 
this land for any purpose 
connected with mining, in¬ 
cluding the activities which 
you list, namely road build¬ 
ing, surface bulldozer strip¬ 


ping, line cutting, geophysical 
surveying and diamond 
drilling. 

“We are sure that you can

Curtis said that while the 
mineral claims were known to 
tjie board when the park 
property was purchased it 
had been hoped that It would 
be some time before it be¬ 
came necessary to defend tlie 
parkland against tlie incur¬ 
sions by a mining company .

He said the request from 
Citex Mines asking for per¬ 
mission to proceed with work 
in the park had been received 
early in December.

That partner 
is the former Lucille Wilson, 
who gave up a dancing career 
30 years ago to marry the 
man who's become a living 
legend in the world of enter¬ 
tainment. 

"He promised to show me 
the world," said Mrs. Arm¬ 
strong. "And he kept his 
promise.” Mrs. Armstrong 
talked of the happy, enduring 
marriage to the great 
Satchmo In one of the rare 
Interviews she has given. 

A native of the Bronx, she 
met Armstrong in 1938. Al¬ 
though she was working as a 
chorine in Harlem’s famed 
Cotton Club at the time, her 
career really began at the 
Alhambra, a well known 
theatre of the 1920s and '30s. 
She stayed at the Alhambra 
for three years before moving 
on to the Cotton Club. 

Depression On 

"The depression was on 
when I went into show 
business,” she said. ”1 was 
the oldest of four children, so 
I had to pitch in. I had just 
finished high school. 

"My mother objected to my 
career at first, but a cousin 
had gone into show business 
and I wanted to give it a try. 

T could dance and I had taken 
piano lessons. 

' "Mother was still upset, but 
1 told her, ‘You raised me 
and if you’ve done a good job, 
'.you shouldn’t be afraid. ” 

, During her nine-year stage 
career. Mrs. Armstrong did 
several Broadway shows. She 
had just returned from doing 
e show in London when she 
met Louis. 

' "I was an ardent fan of 
Touis’s even before I met 
him. and I loved everything 
he played." she said. "Louis 
(Armstrong has done nothing 
~rvrong in music as far as I'm 
jconcemed.” 

Left Stage 

' Mrs. Armstrong, who’s in 
per mid-fifties' readily gave 
pp the stage after she mar- 
pied. "Our careers would 
have conflicted,” she said. "I 
couldn’t pursue a career and 
fceep a marriage going, too. 
But I still love to dance, and I 
do.” 

• Mrs. Armstrong said the 
fe.arly months of their mar- 
Viage were spent travelling 
With the big band Armstrong 
nad then — and travel usually 
was by bus. Accommodations 
were not good - for- black 
people, she said, and "we 
usually had to stay in the 
poor section of town in 
rooming houses. The prices 
always seemed to go up when 
the band arrived. 

"But because I had been in 
show business I could under¬ 
stand the kind of life Louis 
led. I still had to get used to 
it. however, and I did. We 
never had any children, so I 
got to travel with him a lot. I 
was lucky in that he wouldh’t 
go anywhere without me 
when possible. 

Husband First 

"Even if there had been 
children, I still would’ve found 
a way to be with him, I don’t 
believe in neglecting a hus¬ 
band for the children. After 
all. children grow up. get 
married and leave, and you 
might not still have a hus¬ 
band when it’s all over.” 

Mrs. Armstrong, affection¬ 
ately called "Brown Sugar" 
by her husband and old 
friends, believes a wife's 
place is with her husband.

STANFORD. Calif. (AP) — 
A Stanford University re¬ 
searcher says insomniacs who 
try to solve their problem by 
popping sleeping pills actually 
could be making it worse. 

Sleeping pills can actually 
cut down on the amount of 
sleep and lead to an abnormal 
type of sleep that may be 
harmful over long periods, 
Dr. William Dement, director 
of Stanford’s Sleep Disorders 
Clinic, said in an interview. 


"People using a lot of 
sleeping pills end up sleeping 
badly.” said Dement, who has 
studied sleep habits for 18 
years. 

He said pill-poppers develop 
a tolerance Tor more and 
more pills — usually barbi¬ 
turates — which can bring on 
a drug abuse problem. 

Also, he said, the pills 
interfere with normal sleep 
processes such as the brief 
dream period that occurs 
normally about every 90 
minutes and Is accompanied 
by rapid eye movements.

Dement said he has found 
in experiments with volun¬ 
teers that interference with 
REM sleep can cause mental 
changes as well as sleep 
abnormalities. 


“When suppressed, it comes 
back with tremendous force,” 
he said. “The person has 
nightmares, is overly intense, 
displays excitability.” 

He cautioned, however, that 
the use of pills should not be 
stopped suddenly. 

"Withdrawal never should 
be sudden, because night¬ 
mares, severe anxiety and 


even convulsions could 
result,” Dement said. 

He told of one patient who 
used up to five barbiturate 
pills a day and slept an 
average of five hours, 40 
minutes. The number of pills 
was reduced over a period of 
weeks, and two weeks after 
the patient had stopped them 
entirely, he was sleeping 
seven hours a night, Dement 
said. 


The "mean sleep time for 
adults" is hours. Dement 
said, but five hours is normal 
for 2 per cent of adults. 
Another 2 per cent need more 
than 10 hours.

Prices 

Drop 

Again 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
federal prices and incomes 
commission says grocery 
prices in major Canadian 
stores declined in December, 
but a spokesman was unable 
to say by how much or 
whether the decline was 
greater or smaller than pre¬ 
viously. 

A pricc-monitoring system 
was set up last spring by the 
commission in co-operation 
with 28 major Canadian re¬ 
tailers. 

The main food retailers 
send the commission current 
shelf prices once or twice a 
month for selected food 
groupings, but results are not 
published. 

The spokesman said there 
might be about 60 food 
groupings covered. 


The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics traces price 
changes across Canada for 76 
specific grocery items as part 
of its monthly consumer price 
index. The December index is 
to be issued Friday. 

Falling food prices ac¬ 
counted for a downward Wend 
last, fall in • the general DBS 
price index. 

The DBS food index, based 
on 100 points for the 1961 
prices of the 76 items, 
registered its third straight 
monthly decline in November, 
when the reading was 127.5 
points. That was lower than 
the 128.8 points recorded a 
year earlier. 

The drop from Octoljer was 
the biggest in more than a 
decade. The decline from 
131.9 points last August was 
almost three times as steep 
as the average autumn dip in 
the previous five years.

A 
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Murder Suspect on Pills 

Doctor Calls Guray 
Emotionally Unstable 




A doctor testified in Vic¬ 
toria assize court Wednesday 
that he believed Sewa Singh 
Guray, charged with non¬ 
capital murder, to be "emo¬ 
tionally unstable and capable 
of erratic behavior." 

Dr. Edward Kardera made 
the statement as the defence 
opened its case on the third 
day of the trial of Guray, 
charged in the Nov. 7 shoot¬ 
ing death of Hardev Singh 
Gill, 28, of New Westminster. 

Outlining briefly 'the de¬ 
fence he would present, law¬ 
yer Derated Owen-Flood told 
B.C. Supreme Court Judge J. 
G. Gould and the 12-member 
jury that he would raise the 
question of whether Guray 
"knew the nature and cause 
of what he was doing." 


Kardera told oourt he had 
first treated Guray in 
September when he found him 
to be suffering from asthma. 
To treat the asthma he 
prescribed two drugs, Predi- 
sone and Tedral, he said, both 
common in the treatment of 
such cases. 

Kardera described Predi* 
sone as a derivative of a 
hormone which might lead to 
such side effects as gastric 
ulcers, loss of calcium from 
the bones, and changes i n the 
blood, and “has been known 
to produce psychoses 
acute severe mental distur¬ 
bances." 

★ ★ * 

Tedral, he said, is a com¬ 
bination of three drugs includ¬ 
ing a barbiturate which has a 
sedating effect and another 
drug which stimulates the 
brain. It was difficult to 
predict what side effects it 
might have, he said. . 

The combination of Tedral 
and alcohol was "a bad one," 
he said, adding that taking 
such a combination could 
produce a wide range of 
effects. 

The person could fall asleep 
and collapse, Kardera said, 
but he could also become 
"irrational, erratic, anxious, 
paranoid . . . anything really 
is possible." 


Guray’s father, Naranjan 
Singh Guray, testified that 
when he saw his son about 3V4 
hours before the shooting 
occurred Nov. 7, the son was 
quite drunk and was drinking 
Scotch and water with other 
family members in their 
home at 1292 Denman Street. 

Speaking through an inter¬ 
preter, as he speaks only his 
native language of Punjabi, 
the father said he knew 
Guray was drunk because his 
eyes were bloodshot, he was 


squinting, and he was talking 
incoherently. 

Sewa Guray continued to 
drink until at least 7:30 p.m., 
about two hours before the 
shooting, his father told court. 

Under cross-examination by 
prosecutor Kenneth Murphy, 
he said his son got drunk 
most Saturdays, but had been 
drinking less since the doctor 
had told him He should not 
drihk while he was taking the 
pills for his asthma. 

* ★ ★ 

Earlier Wednesday, Murphy 
completed the case for the 
prosecution with the calling of 
Manohar-Lal Rajput, the third 
eyewitness to the shooting. 

Rajput told court that on 
the night in question, he, his 
cousin, Gill, and Mrs. Kartar 
Basi, who testified Tuesday, 
were sitting in her car outside 
1281 Denman. 

Guray joined them and they 
all had a drink of Scotch, he 
said, also through an inter¬ 
preter. Guray left the car 
after about five minutes, 
Rajput testified, and he and 
his cousin got out a few 
minutes later. 

Bur before they reached 
their home at 1281 Denman, 
he heard a noise which 
sounded like shots and. turn¬ 
ing around, he saw Guray

Education at Any Age 

School ‘Barriers’ to Drop 


The removal within the next 
decade of artificial barriers 
between kindergarten, e 1 e- 
mentary school, high school 
and poet-secondary education 
was predicted Tuesday for the 
Greater Victoria school dis¬ 
trict. 

The prediction was made by 
William Stavdal, community 
information officer for the 
Greater Victoria school 
board, in a speech to the 
Men’s Canadian Club at the 
Empress Hotel. 

"The person of any age 
who needs and wants an 
education will be able to get 
it at the most appropriate 
school," Stavdal said. 

"Remember the veterans 
who returned to high school 
after the war? They were an 
inspiration to teenagers." 

★ * ★ 

Stavdal told his audience 
that other equally important 
educational changes would 
take place within the next ten 
years in the district: 

• Schools will be opera¬ 
ting year round, and during 
evenings. 

• There will be a choice 
of "educational philosophies," 
ranging from schools which 
maintain a traditional 
approach to education with 
strict discipline, to schools 
with s "relaxed, liberalized 
atmosphere.” 

• There will be a province¬ 
wide bargaining with the 
teaching force, based on a 
"master agreement" with 
local variations. 

• Schools will be built of 
standardized components re¬ 
sulting in savings of millions 
of dollars. 

* ★ * 

"This may sound like a bit 
of Utopia, but these are 
things which I believe can 
and will happen. One thing is 
certain: if we don’t plan for 
change, it has a way of 
happening all by itself," 
Stavdal said. 

Many new trends and de¬ 
velopments, he said, were 
already taking place, includ- 
1 n g d e c e n tralization of 
authority, the decline of cor¬ 
poral punishment, an increas¬ 
ing influence by teachers on 
their own working conditions 
and a greater involvement of 
the community in school 
affairs. 

Greater Victoria, Stavdal 
said, has "one of the most 
progressive school districts in 
Canada.’’ Many schools were 
already utilized every evening 
to satisfy the growing demand 
by the public for community 
use of school facilities. 

★ * ★ 

The establishment of his 
office, he suk^ was further 
evidence of the school board's 
desire to "build two-way 
comm unication with the 
public.” 

Meanwhile, the conventional 
role of the educator wa$ being 
changed constantly, Stavdal 
said. 

"Student unrest has pro¬ 
duced a new relationship of 
increased mutual respect 
between the teacher and his 
class, though I would not 
want to suggest that every 
thing is rosy, he said. 

* ★ * 

"CXirricukim is changing 
almost beyond the recognition 
of anyone out of school 10 or 


15 years. Consumer educa¬ 
tion, civil law, and study of 
the whole field of communica¬ 
tions have joined the high 
school program." 

Grade 11 students, he said, 
are doing the work formerly 
done on the first-year univer¬ 
sity level. 

To criticism of the rising 
coat of education, Stavdal 
offered this comparison:

Egyptian Museum Find 

Mummies Hold 
Immense Riches 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) 
— Priceless treasures in gold 
and jewels have been dis¬ 
covered hidden under wra|>- 
pings of royal mummies in an 
Egyptian museum' University 
of Michigan researchers said 
Wednesday. 

The artifacts were found by 
a team of scientists which x- 
rayed the mummies in the 
Cairo Museum last month. 

★ * ★ 

“This is the first discovery 
of royal Egyptian artifacts 
since the discovery in 1922 of 
the tomb of King Tutankha¬ 
men," said Dr. James Harris, 
who headed the scientific 
team. 


Harris said some 20 per 
cent of the mummies which 
have been in the Cairo 
Museum since 1898 still had 
sacred jewelry hidden in their 
burial wrappings and bodies. 
★ ★ ★ 

In some cases, gold arm- 
bands were revealed by the x- 
ray examinations, Harris 
said. Sacred eye amulets 
encrusted with jewels also 
were found covered with only 
a thin layer of linen or 
preservative resin. 

Egyptian officials have not 
decided what to do about 
removing the artifacts from 
the mummies, Harris added.

Other OPEC members in 
the Middle East include 
Kuwait. Abu Dahbi and 
Qatar. Together the six pro¬ 
ducers control 87 per cent of 
the world's oil exports.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass (UPI) 
- Three months ago a group 
of black employees at Pola¬ 
roid Corp. began a campaign 
to force the company to cease 
trade with South Africa be- 
oause of that country's appart- 
heid policies. 

Tlie challenge — and the 
organization of a boycott of 
Polaroid products — caused a 
furor within the company, 
which has a national reputa¬ 
tion for progressive employee 
relations. The issue also 
attracted the attention of the 
American business com¬ 
munity. which has a large 
economic stake in South 
Africa. 

Polaroid gave its official 
answer Wednesday, and while 
it may satisfy the American 
business community it will 
probably do little to quiet the 
storm within Polaroid. 

The company said it would 
"continue our business rela¬ 
tionships” in South Africa, 
but outlined an "experimental 
program" to improve the 
positions of blacks in that 
country. It also said it would 
immediately cease all sales to 
"agencies of the South 
African government" — esti¬ 
mated by comjwny officials 
as $100,000 of Polaroid’s $1.5 
million annual sales in South 
Africa. Polaroid has yearly 
worldwide sales of $500 mil¬ 
lion.

Hees Critical 

‘Exports 
Create 
No Jobs’ 


OTTAWA (CP) - George 
Hees, former Conservative 
trade minister, feels the 
government should stop 
preening itself over the swol¬ 
len exiwrt figures for 1970 
and get down to selling goods 
that mean more jobs. 

In Commons debate Tues¬ 
day, Hees (Prince Edward- 
Hastings) granted that a 15- 
per-cent increase in exports 
last year looked very good 
indeed. 

But he suggested that a 
breakdown of the exports 
figures he had obtained 
earlier in the day from the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
was less encouraging. 

Exports of raw materials 
increased to $4 billion during 
the first 11 months of 1970 
from $3 billion in the similar 
1969 period, a jump of 31.1 
per cent. Exports of slightly 
processed goods increased to 
$5.6 billion from $4.8 billion, a 
15.6 per-cent rise. 

But the increase in exports 
of finished goods, which pro¬ 
vide proportionately more 
jobs, was only 4.8 per cent, to 
$5.6 billion from $5.3 billion, 
he said.

West leads a heart 
against three no- 
trumps, and on winning 
East's ten with the 
queen you count your 
winners, which are 
eight in number. 

Clearly you would 
be better off picking up 
gravel in your -back 
yard than taking a 
finesse in either spades 
or cluhs, for West is 
sure to have the kings 
of both suits as part of 
his bid. 

This causes you to realize that West is a very strong 
pandidate for a throw-in — especially as he has only four 
heart tricks to cash, which can hardly do you very much 
harm. 

Accordingly, you take just enough diamonds to 
exhaust West of the suit. Then you exit with a’Heart to 
put him on the spot. 

West takes his heart tricks, but you have matters 
firmly under control. You discard clubs on the last two 
hearts and wait for poor old West to lead one of the black 
suits to give you the contract. 

There is one rather delicate point which you may 
perhaps not have noticed. You definitely should not cash 
out all your diamond tricks'before exiting with a heart. 

If you were to cash all the diamonds, you would have 
to discard on the fjfth one. You would then find yourself 
looking unavailingly for a safe discard when West cashed 
his last heart.

Frank Ney has predicted 
an 8 per cent increase in 
taxes for Nanaimo 
householder in the com¬ 
ing year. 

Speaking at a meeting of

more in taxes to the average 
homeowner. 

He said one of the problems 
with which civic governments 
are continually faced was that 
of creating a stronger tax 
base and giving tax shelter to 
the ratepayers.

I “rumbles are now beginning 
to emanate that resources 
other than property taxes are 
now needed to finance civic 
governments.”

Ready 
For Battle

PORT ALBERNI—A $1 million precipitator 
which has been in process of installation at the Alpulp 
mill for more than a year is now ready to help pro¬ 
vide cleaner air for Poit Alberni. 

Combined with existing in- ® 

stallations. the new precipita¬ 
tor will remove 99.6 per cent 
of all salt cake coming from 
the No. 2 and No. 3 recovery 
boilers, mill officials said. 

“It will give us a clear 
stack as far as dust is 
concerned,” mill manager 
Don Blake said, “and the 
remaining plume will be 
almost entirely water vapor." 

The new precipitator con¬ 
sists of a series of metal 
collecting -curtains, he tween 
which are suspended elec¬ 
trode wires. A 45.000-volt 
electrical potential is applied 
across the discharge electrode 
of the collecting curtain. 

The electrical field charges 
salt cake particles and 
attracts them to the curtain. 

They are cleaned periodically 
by electrical vibrators with 
the salt cake dropping to the 
conveyor at the bottom and 


The new installation, on the ( 
south side of No. 3 smoke- ; 
stack, is housed in a steel 
structure with coringated 
aluminum siding. Started in 
the summer of 1969. the 
project was o r i g i n a 1 ly 
scheduled to be finished lust 
summer but was delayed by 
the long construction dispute. 

The project is part of a four- 
year program which has 
included overhaul of the 
primary precipitator* on the 
two boilers. 

In addition to the S19 
million already s|»ent by 
MacMillan Blocdei on jiollu- 
tion abatement at us mills in 
the past few years, the 
company plans a further S30 
million expenditure in the 
next five years, a company 
spokesman said.

Prepare Now 


Last summer’s heat wave was just 
what the doctor ordered for tomatoes 
and com, but not ao good for peas, 
which suffered severely from the high 
temperatures and lack of aubsoil 
moisture. This was particularly notice¬ 
able In gardens on sandy or gravelly 
soil, wtoere water poured on the ground 
disappeared in just about nothing flat, 
and the lack of moisture-holding humus 
underground made for poor growth, 
scanty cropa and appalling cases of 
mildew. 

■k -k k 

Where this has happened once, it can 
happen again, and if you are on§ of 
those gardeners who look forward 
avidly to that first delicious feed of 
freshly-picked, home-grown green peas, 
this is a good time to get cracking on a 
specially prepared trench in which to 
sow your pea seeda a couple of months 
hence. 

If you are the proud owner of a big 
pile of mellow old manure, this can be 
dug into the site of the pea rows. Or, if 
you happen to be a compost enthusiast 
with a couple of tons of the velvety 
stuff heaped in' your bins, just tuck it 
away underground and your peas won’t 
suffer from drought next summer. 

If you have neither manure nor 
compost to provide that sponge-like 
reserve of moisture under your pea 
roots, your best bet would be to start 


manufacturing compost underground, 
using a technique known as trench * 
composting and using all the kitchen 
wastes that accumulate through the 
winter. 

Trench composting has been used for 
many years in rural areas as a means 
of disposing of garbage without any 
odor or unpleasantness. In the process, 
a layer of humus is formed under¬ 
ground which tope up and retains 
moisture almost like blotting paper, 
even in the driest weather. Moisture 
held below the plant roots like this 
always seems to do so much more good 
than any amount of surface sprinkling. 

To get started, simply dig a trench 
across the vegetable plot where you 
intend to sqw your peas this spring. 
Make it about as wide as the blade of 
your spade and a little better than a 
foot deep. Shovel out the crumbs of 
loose soil from the bottom, piling up the 
excavated soil In a ridge alongside the 
trench. Now make sure you have a 
supply of garden lime on hand, and 
you’re in business. 

From here on In. all you do is dump 
your kitchen wastes m the trench. 
Cabbage leaves, carrot tops, potato 
peelings, egg shells, meat scraps — 
almost anything except metal, glass, 
plastic and similar solid non-rottable 
material can go in, including the fluff 
and dust from the vacuum cleaner. 


Am each bucketful goes In, give it a 
dusting of lime sufficient to whiten the 
surface, then kick in enough soil from 
the ridge alongside to cover It up. Once 
you get into the routine, it doesn't take 
any more time or effort than chucking 
the refuse into the ashcan. In faot, if 
you run an incinerator too for burnable 
trash, you’ll have very little material 
for the gaibageman except cans and 
bottle*. 

A ★ ★ 

When seed-sowing time rolls around, 
the position of your trench should show 
as a slight depression across the plot, 
where the refuse has rotted and the soil 
has settled, and the seeda can go in 
without any furthar filling or levelling 
off. This slight depression is convenient 
for watering, as you can give your pea 
root* a thorough soaking simply by 
allowing the hose to trickle into the 
trench for an hour or so. 

I suggest peas, as this crop is such a 
complete flop in hot weather without 
lota of moisture-retaining material 
below the roots, but quite a few other 
vegetables will appreciate such a 
prepared site. The exceptions are the 
root crops — carrots, beets, turnips — 
which tend to fork and become distorted 
in the presence of incompletely rotted 
material. If you don't grow peas, try 
your compost trench for your tomatoes 
or cucumbers.

A Deliberate Act 


One of Freud’s most sub¬ 
stantial contributions to our 
understanding of the un¬ 
conscious mind was his work 
on "memory" and "forgetful¬ 
ness." He demonstrated con¬ 
clusively that when we forget 
dates or misplace objects, 
such carelessness is usually a 
deliberate. (if unconscious) 
act. 

I used to forever be mis¬ 
placing my lecture notes — 
also losing the addresses and 
forgetting the dates * of my 
engagements — because of an 
aversion to public speaking. 
And it is probably true ot ail 
of us that we "misplace” bills 
a good deal easier than 
checks; we don’t want to pay 
the bills, but are eager to 
cash the checks. 

Darwin, who understood 


this trick of the mind long 
before Freud, wrote in his 
autobiography; "I have made 
it a habit over the years 
always to make notes of any 
facts or observations that 
disagreed with my general 
theories; for I found by 
experience that such facts 
and observations were much 
more likely to escape from 
the memory than favorable 
ones.” 

Ellen Terry, in her mem¬ 
oirs, relates that one of the 
few occasions on which she 
forgot her lines was during 
the early performances of an 
Ibsen play. When she came to 
a certain speech, she simply 
"blew up" in her lines, and 
had to be prompted. 

This happened several 
nights in a row, and was quite 


unen aracterisiic of Miss 
Terry, who was a "quick 
study" in all her parts. 
Finally, she sat down to 
analyze the trouble, and then 
recollected that the speech 
echoed a disturbing episode 
during her youth — so her 
unconscious mind rejected it 

Stephen Leacock invariably 
"misplaced" invitations to 
social functions he didn't 
want to attend. Dickens often 
forgot the names of hit 
literary colleagues, which was 
his way of obliterating his 
competitors. Dwight Morrow, 
who hated to travel, would 
embark on a train trip and in 
the middle of the journey 
completely forget where he 
was going. 

The most classical case of 
absent-mindedness is that of 


Painleve, who was three 
times premier of France. 
This brilliant man would take 
a taxi home when his own car 
was waiting for him, and 
would often give the cab- 
driver his telephone number 
instead of his address. 

Once, expecting a friend, he 
pinned a note on his own 
door: "Painleve will return in 
15 minute*. Please wait” On 
returning, he aaw Ms own 
note and sat down on the 
steps to wait tor himself. This 
•'idiot’’ had been Minister of 
Aviation, Minister of War, 
and one of the most brilliant 
mathematicians Europe had 
produced in this century. 
What a field-day Dr. Freud 
would have had tramping 
around in that unconscious 
mind.

The amount of particulates 
was measured in terms of 
micrograms per cubic meter 
of air. 

With five samplings that 
month, beginning April 1 and 
ending April 27. Victoria’s 
particulate levels varied from

Brazil Pays 
Top Ransom 


Three Postal Union Threat 
Bewilders Cote

RIO D E JANEIRO — 
Brazil flew 70 prisoners to 
exile in Chile at midnight 
Wednesday night in exchange 
for the promised release of 
Swiss Ambassador Giovanni 
Bucher. 

The prisoners included 59 
men, 11 women and the three 
children of Italian-born Bruno 
Piloa. who was being freed 
with his wife. 

The release and exile of 70 
prisoners is the highest ran¬ 
som paid in the wave of 
political kidnappings that has 
swept Latin America , for 
more than- one year. The 
previous record ransom was 
40 political prisoners Brazil 
released and sent to Algeria 
in June 1970 in exchange for a 
kidnapped West German 
ambassador. 


Th« jet airplane took off at 
exactly midnight from the 
military sector of Galeae's 
international airport. 

Police had ringed the air¬ 
port with guards. Relatives of 
the prisoners were prevented 
from bidding goodbye to 
them. 

The prisoners were hand¬ 
cuffed in pairs, were well 
dressed and wore clean spoils 
shirts and slacks. 

They were transported onto 


Hit tarmac in buses, waving 
with V-for-victory signs from 
behind the windows. 

Tliey were accompanied by 
35 security guards. 

A few hours before!rand. 
President Emilio Garrastazu 
Medici had signed a decree 
banning the 70 because “their 
presence on national territory 
had become inconvenient, 
noxious and dangerous to 
national security.” 

Bucher was seized Dec. 7. 

The 57-year-old Swiss am¬ 
bassador’s kidnappers have 
promised to free him un¬ 
harmed when the exited 
prisoners arrive in Chile.

Prime Ministers Warned 


Dispute Must Be Settled 
Or Commonwealth Doomed 


First in Quebec Court Parade 

Sedition: Not Guilty 


SLNGAPORE (CP) — The 
nine-day C ommonwealth 
prime ministers’ conference 
opened today with the poten¬ 
tially disastrous controversy 
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over projtosed British arms 
sales to South Africa being 
brought up immediately. 

Prime Minister Lee Kuan of 
Singapore opened tlie confer^- 
ence by warning that tlie 
Commonwealth could not long 
endure unless delegates settle 
their differences over tlie 
arms-for-South Africa issue. 

Tlie 47-y ear-old Asian 
leader, chairman of the con¬ 
ference, appealed for all 
Important issues to be given a 
chance to be thoroughly dis¬ 
cussed.

U.S. Department Recommends: 

Hot-Oil Line 


Despite Risk

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
interior department Wednes¬ 
day recommended construc¬ 
tion of an 800-mile hot-oil 
pipeline across Alaska despite 
some “unavoidable” adverse 
effects on the environment. 

The undesirable effects, the 
department said in a report, 
would include damage to fish, 
wildlife and their habitat if a

major oil spill occurred, 
degradation o f permafrost 
near the pipeline, localized 
erosion and siltation of some 
streams and waterways. 

But these drawbacks can be 

minimized by enforcement of 
stringent regulations, the re¬ 
port said, ami tlie economic 


benefits to Alaska and the 
nation far outweigh the 
dangers. 

In its most detailed report 
to date on the environmental 
impact of the controversial 
pipeline proposal, the depart¬ 
ment paved the way fox- 
issuing a permit for this 


largest engineering feat of its 
kind. 

However, it also announced 
that public hearings will be 
held next month, giving envi¬ 
ronmental groups another 
chance to challenge the 
government’s conclusions. 

The hearings, to consider 
the pipeline’s pollution risks, 
will be held Feb. 12 and 13 in 
Anchorage and Feb. 16 and 17 
in Washington. 

Still unresolved are federal 


court injunctions prohibiting 
the government from Issuing 
a construction permit until the 
interior depa rtment’s 
authority to do so is clarified 
and until native land claims 
along a small segment of the 
route are settled. 

Based on months of study, 
the department’s report said 
some side effects of a 48-inch 
pipeline from Prydhoe Bay to 
the southern port of Vaidez 
remain unknown.

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Perhaps there are some hockey fans who like it this way 
but I'm certain that moat are getting a bit stuffed up on the 
fighting which is so often the main action in National Hockey 
League games this season. Few mind a bit of honest fist¬ 
swinging here and there to spice things but this season’s glut of 
sweater-pulling brawls, most of them Involving every player on 
the Ice except the goalkeepers and too many including players 
from the benches, is making a sorry spectacle of a grand 
spectator game. 

Played as it should be played, hockey is a fascinating 
spectacle — a body-contact sport which better than any other 
can combine artUtry with speed. Played the way it is being 
played this season in the NHL it far too often resembles 
something an enterpising wrestling promoter has dreamed up 
to keep his gullible public coming. The skills being played up 
most, and often the most prized, are not those of skating, stick¬ 
handling or passing but those of the boxer, or even the karate 
expert. More is being made of the Keith Magnusons than the 
J.C. Tremblays and the John Fergusons are deemed more 
valuable than the Jean Ratelles. 


Sadder than that, the trend is seemingly for more violence. 
Last season brought a record 11,504 penalty minutes for an 
average of 25.2 minutes per game. This season the average for 
the first 282 games, which takes in Sunday's action, was a 
whopping 29.1 minutes. 

Some of the blame can be put on what appears to be a 
demand by the ticket-purchasing public for more violence and 
more can be laid at the door of expansion but most can be 
charged to the thinking of club owners and their coaches. They 
are convinced, almost to a man, that the road to hockey 
success is paved with the fallen bodies of opponents knocked 
down by charging, a high stick, a right to the kisser or a karate 
chop. 

This hockey philosophy dates back to the time, long ago, 
that Connie Smythe proclaimed "If you can’t beat them in an 
alley you can’t beat them on the ice.” 

He has many enthusiastic subscribers to his basic hockey 
theory. Last week coach A1 MacNeil of Montreal Canadiens 
went on record as saying that his club was spurred to a 7-3 
victory over Vancouver Canucks by Ferguson’s fight with Mike 
Corrigan and some other illegal activities. And last Sunday 
coach Vic Stasiuk of Philadelphia Flyers said the $-2 decision 
over Canadiens was inspired by Simon Nolet getting into a fight 
with Ferguson. 

"Sure, maybe our guy lost the fight," Stasiuk said, "but the 
important thing is that he stood up there and slugged it out 
with the toughest guy in the business. That has to give a team 
a lift." 


Unfortunately, quite a case can be made out for this line of 
reasoning because it has been proven time and again in hockey 
that intimidating play can carry the day and that the addition 
of an intimidating player can often transform a loser into a 
winner. 

One example that comes to mind is a Stanley Cup playoff 
of several years ago in which Chicago Black Hawks 
surrendered meekly after standing around and watching while 
Ferguson punched out one of their number in the first game. 

Then there is the evidence of what Ferguson has meant to 
Canadiens as their "policeman.” It can also be argued with 
reason that Chicago Black Hawks didn’t regain status as a 
league power until Keith Magnuson, who has since taken boxing 
and karate lessons to solidify his standing, joined them last 
season. And it wasn’t exactly coincidental that Toronto Maple 
Leafs started their splurge this season shortly after Bobby 
Baun, a veteran belter, and Darryl Spencer, younger but even 
more enthusiastic about knocking people down, joined the 
lineup. 

These are the things which keep coaches believing in the 
power of muscular intimidation and which turn the border-line 
player into an assassin in his efforts to continue to earn an 
NHL salary. They are also the things which prevent the fans 
from seeing the game’s artists at their best and the game from 
being played as it was intended to be played. 

★ * ★ 

But there is another side to the coin. Dave Keon makes 
more "hits" than most players, has never drawn more than 12 
minutes in penalties in one season and has only two minutes 
this season, which is likely to be the best of his brilliant career. 

And there is Stan Miklta, who justly earned a reputation as 
a"chlppy" player while averaging more than 100 penalty 
minutes in his first seven NHL seasons and then in an amazing 
transformation created hockey history by winning the Lady 
Byng, Hart and Ross Trophies two seasons in a row. 

Neither Keon or Mikita, or scores of others above the 
status of journeyman, needed more than reasonable 
aggressiveness to succeed. Intimidation, which leads to the 
brawling, is almost always the ploy of the less gifted, and it’s 
likely to be with us for some time because expansion has left 
many clubs with too many of the less gifted. And, I’m afraid, 
because television is making heroes as well as hams of the 
bullies and the short-tempered. About one more of those 
sweater-pulling NHL jobs this season and I’ll not argue again 
that the NHL brand of hockey is superior as spectator fare 
than that played under international rules.

The Big M, who has 14 
goals and 18 assists in 35 
games this season, will be in 
the Canadiens lineup tonight 
when they play the North 
Stars in Minneapolis. 

Mahovlich, 33 last Sunday, 
joins his younger brother 
Peter, also a former Red 
Wing, who is in his second 
season with Montreal. 


The elder Mahovlich with 
404 goals is one of only six 
players with more than 400 
NHL career goals. The others 
are Gordie Howe, Maurice 
Richard, Bobby Hull, Jean 
Beliveau and Alex Delvec- 
chio. 

Redmond, 23, has scored 14 
goals and earned 16 assists in 
40 games this season. Collins, 
27, obtained from Minnesota 
during the off season and 
used primarily as a penalty- 
killer, has six goals and two 
assists in 40 games. Charron. 
21, scored two goals and 
gained two assists in 15 
games before being sent to 
Montreal Voyageurs of the 
American League where he 
has scored five goals and 
gained 13 assists in 18 games. 


Charron had 37 goals and 45 
assists in 65 games with 
Voyageurs last season. 

In Detroit, newly-appointed 
Red Wing coach Doug Bark¬ 
ley said the trade was "a big 
step in our reconstruction 
program."

CFL Approves 
Smaller Ball 


HOUSTON (CP) — Ball hand¬ 
lers in the Canadian Football 
League won’t have their hands 
quite as full next season — the 
ball will be smaller. 

It won’t be much smaller, 
Commissioner Jake Gaudaur 
said Wednesday. The difference 
will be about a quarter of an 
Inch, but "that quarter of an 
inch makes a tremendous dif¬ 
ference.” 

Gaudaur and the general 
managers of the nine CFL clubs 
are here for business meetings 
in conjunction with the conven¬ 
tion of the American Football 
Coaches’ Association. 

"Our specifications are the 
same as those of th* National 


League," Gaudaur said. 

"The maximum girth is 21% 
inches and the minimum is 21%. 
In the NFL, they have been 
sticking to the minimum 
requirements whereas in 
Canada we have been operating 
on the maximum. Now there 
will be no leeway — the ball 
will have to be 21% inches 
around." 

The ruling came following a 
request by the CFL Players’ 
Associationk whose lawyer John 
Agro said: 

"We think the guys can 
handle a smaller ball better in 
rough weather. We feel it would 
cut down on fumbles and 
fumbles spoil a game."

U.S. Colleges Tighten Import Rule 


HOUSTON (UPI) — The NCAA Wednesday passed an 
amendment to Its constitution which prohibits members of 
major Junior A division in the ('anadtan Amateur Hockey 
Association from playing hockey for NCAA schools In the 
United Stutes. 

It was one of three rule changes adopted by the NCAA 
convention which stiffens the requirement for recruiting 
Canadian hockey players by NCAA schools. 

In effect, the provision banning major Junior A players 
means that the NCAA considers them professional. 

The NCAA passed a companion amendment to the 
constitution which says that any player In the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association who receives any salary, bonus 


or expenses In exceaa of those actually Incurred on a road 
trip to be Ineligible for an NCAA school. 

Many NCAA schools recruit hockey players from 
Canadian amateur leagues. 

The third change says that any player from a foreign 
country participating In s|>ort at home will lose one year's 
••legibility for every twelve-month period after his 19th 
birthday. 

That means that any 9S-yearold player would not have 
any eligibility remaining at an NCAA school. The Canadian 
players then could not gain amateur experience after high 
school and then Join a (J.I, college.

He said municipalities were 
regarded as the “vassals of 
senior governments” and that 
" rumbles are now beginning 
to emanate that resources 
other than property taxes are 
now needed to finance civic 
governments.”

Ready 
For Battle

PORT ALBERNI—A $1 million precipitator 
which has been in process of installation at the Alpuip 
mill for more than a year is now ready to help pro¬ 
vide cleaner air for Port Alberni. 

Combined with existing in- ® 

Rtallations, the new precipita¬ 
tor will remove 99.6 per cent 
of all salt cake coming from 
the No. 2 and No. 3 recovery 
boilers, mill officials said. 

“It will give us a clear 
stack as far as dust is 
concerned," mill manager 
Don Blake said, “and the 
remaining plume will be 
almost entirely water vapor.” 

The new precipitator con¬ 
sists of a series of metal 
collecting curtains, between 
which are suspended elec¬ 
trode wires. A 45,000-volt 
electrical potential is applied 
across the discharge electrode 
of the collecting curtain. 

The electrical field charges 
salt cake particles and 
attracts them to the curtain. 

They are cleaned periodically 
by electrical vibrators with 
the salt cake dropping to the 
conveyor at the bottom and 
recycled for further use in 
paper-making. 

The unit is really two 
precipitators in one, operating 
side by side to serve No. 2

MILL BAY — Grant Gar¬ 
nett’* view of Mill Bay may 
be different from that of hi* 
grandsons, but he’* not one to 
regret the passing of the good 
old days. 

“Life Is much better in 
every way now, except for the 
fact that there Is more greed 
in the worW," Garnett says. 

Garnett looks over Mill Bay 
from a vantage point of 
nearly 90 years of residence.

The family lived in a log 
house built by the parents 
when they first moved to Mill 
Bay. It was located on the 
present Shawn igan Lake 
Road,

According to Garnett, the 
main centre was Cobble Hill, 
the train stop for the Na¬ 
nai mo-Victoria TraH. In the 
Cobble Hill of the early 20th 
century, "The Post Office 
was located in an old box car, 
and the postmaster also ran 
the second-hand store. 

“He would have all the 
articles for sale tacked up on 
the outside of the box oar but 
would bring them into the 
post office every night after 


he closed. The only other 
buildings there were the bar, 
the hotel and a general store, 
with very high-prloed goods." 

"My first job was hauling 
telephone poles out of the 
woods with a horse," he 
continued. "After that I 
worked with my father in the 
woods. I worked 10 hours a 
day, six days a week and had 
to saw a cord and a half of 
wood a day." 

Garnett spent most of his 
life at Mill Bay either lumber¬ 
ing or working his farmland. 
Of his two sons, one still lives 
with his family in the district 
on the land first farmed by 
Garnett’s family. 

Garnett h imself has 
recently moved to Victoria 
tout frequently visits his old 
home.

RIO D E JANEIRO — 
Brazil flew 70 prisoners to 
exile in Chile at midnight 
Wednesday night in exchange 
for the promised release of 
Swiss Ambassador Giovanni 
Buclier. 

The prisoners included 59 
men, 11 women and the three 
children of Italian-born Bruno 
Piloa, who was being freed 
with his wife. 

The release and exile of 70 
prisoners is the highest ran¬ 
som paid in the wave of 
political kidnappings that has 
swept Latin America for 
more than one year. The 
previous record ransom was 
40 political prisoners Brazil 
released and sent to Algeria 
in June 1970 in exchange for a 
kidnapped West German 
ambassador. 


The jet airplane took off at 
exactly midnight from the 
military sector of Galeao's 
international airport. 

Police had ringed the air¬ 
port with guards. Relatives of 
the prisoners were prevented 
from bidding goodbye to 
them. 

The prisoners were hand¬ 
cuffed in pairs, were well 
dressed and wore clean s|x>rts 
shirts and slacks. 

They were transported onto 


the tarmac in buses, waving 
with V-for-victory signs from 
behind the windows. 

Tliey were accompanied by 
35 security guards. 

A few hours beforehand, 
President Emilio Garrastazu 
Medici had signed a decree 
banning the 70 because "their 
presence on national territory 
had become inconvenient, 
noxious and dangerous to 
national security.”

A shadow was cast over the 
projects by deadlines for 
plans and work completion 
announced this week. 

But in Saanich, it appeared 
that at least two of three 
projects proposed to take 
advantage of the loan fund 
would go forward, and in 
Victoria, Mayor Courtney 
Haddock said he was hopeful 
that “flexibility'' in the an¬ 
nounced deadlines would 
allow a cultural centre pro¬ 
posal to proceed. 

A letter, sent from the 
provincial municipal affairs 
department Tuesday and 
received Wednesday 'in the 
municipalities, said the only 
projects that could be con¬ 


sidered for loans would be 
those for which “working 
drawings" will be completed 
or near completion by March 
31. 1971. 

It further stated that pro¬ 
jects would have to be started 
no later than Oct. 1, 1971 and 
completed by March 31. 1972. 
Money from the fund is being 
made available through the 
provincial government. 

Esquimalt Mayor Arthur 
Young said the municipality’s 
plan to borrow about $800,000 
for construction of an activity 
centre could likely not be 
carried out under the condi¬ 
tions stated. 


Guidelines Too Difficult 


“My first impression is 
that, within the guidelines 
stated, we would find it very, 
difficult to comply,’’ he said. 

“We just have a sort of 
sketch plan and we definitely 
couldn’t commit the cost of 
architectural plans until tlie 
bylaw has been passed 
(following a Feb. 27 referen¬ 
dum)." 

Young said a further com¬ 
plication was that council had 
been thinking in terms of 
completion in late summer of 
1972 rather than spring. 

He said, however, that 
council might decide to try a 
different form of financing 
rather than drop the idea of 
the centre at this time. 

In Oak Bay. where council 
has applied for $750,000 to 
build a recreation complex. 


Mayor Frances Elford said 
she thought it highly unlikely 
working drawings could be 
prepared in time to meet the 
deadline. 

Council will decide before 
the end of this month though, 
she said, as to whether or not 
it would like drawings to be 
hurriedly prepared or whether 
it would prefer to apply for 
money for some smaller 
items such as the planned 
Henderson Park pavilion. 

It has already also applied 
for funds to construct a senior 
citizens centre. 

A spokesman for the muni¬ 
cipal affairs department said 
that although the application 
date had passed, new applica¬ 
tions would probably still be 
accepted at this stage.

Road Project Qualifies 


Saanich Mauor Hugh Curtis 
told the Colonist Wednesday 
that a $570,000 road improve¬ 
ment program announced by 
Saanich council Tuesday 
would qualify and so would a 
$250,000 proposal for expan¬ 
sion of police and fire depart¬ 
ment quarters “but just 
barely.” 

Plans for these projects had 
been proceeding for some 
time, Curtis said. 

But a proposal for a 
$260,000 Cedar Hill park 
recreational building would 
not make the deadlines, he 
said. 

"However, this isn’t a 
serious obstacle. We want to 
take our time with this 
project, make sure we have 
the right design, the right 
purpose. When and as we are 
ready with it, we could look 


to more 
methods,”

Curtis said. 


Haddock told the Colonist : 
“I’m sure there is some 
elasticity in those deadlines. I 
don’t believe they are hard 
and fast out-off dates, but 
contain considerable flexibil¬ 
ity. And I’m sure the author¬ 
ities would be amenable to an 
approach for possible exten¬ 
sions.” 

In his inaugural speech to 
Victoria council Jan. 4, 
Haddock proposed construc¬ 
tion of a $7 j 6 million cultural 
centre on the Crystal Garden 
site. 

He proposed that $2.5 
million of the money come 
from the make-work loan 
fund and Said Wednesday that 
Victoria had already made 
application to the B.C. muni¬ 
cipal affairs department for 
that amount. 


Marquardt Appeals 
12-Count Conviction 


An appeal was filed in the 
B.C. Court of Appeals Wed¬ 
nesday against the conviction 
of Siegfried Marquardt on 12 
counts of fraud after Judge 
M. L. T. Drake had sentenced 
Marquardt to two years in 
prison. 

Bail was set as one surety 
of $20,000 by Chief Justice 
Herbert Davey pending tlie 
results of the appeal. Mar¬ 
quardt was in custody less 
than an hour before the bail 
was raised and he was free. 

The sentence of two years 
was imposed on Marquardt in 
Victoria County Court Wed¬ 
nesday morning, two days 
after he was convicted on the 


12 counts which involved 
more than $22,500. 

Marquardt, 38. of 2841 Sea 
View Road, Saanich, was 
jailed for one. year on the 
first 11 counts and two years 
on the twelfth count, the 
sentences to be served con¬ 
currently. 

In passing sentence Drake 
said Marquardt had been 
“convicted of fraud on the 
clearest of evidence.” The 
“secrecy'' with which he had 
conducted the fraud was an 
“aggravating circumstance,” 
he said. 

However, It was not “one of 
those unpleasant cases” 
where an inexperienced 
person was defrauded by a

Abortions Wreck Acute-Care Plans 


Women who occupy hospital 
beds while having abortions 
are wrecking the plans of 
hospital board directors to 
provide more acute care beds 
in the Capital Region, accord¬ 
ing to Victoria. Mayor Court¬ 
ney Haddock. 

At a meeting Wednesday of 
tlie Capital Region's hospital 
board, he advocated the sui¬ 
ting up of a department of 
preventative medicine with an 
area fur abortion cases. 

“Costs should be paid by 
the user.” said Haddock. 

“These cases have to come 
in and have to be performed 
at a certain time,” said 


Haddock “and they push out 
someone who is waiting des¬ 
perately for a surgical bed." 

He said tile women are 
being pul into tlie out-patient 
surgery beds which had been 
designed to take minor sur¬ 
gery cases, freeing acute-care 
beds for major needs. 

He said tlie number of 
abortion cases is increasing 
rapidly. 

“And there are repeaters." 
he said. 

He suggested that tlie users 
should pay for abortions, at a 
reasonable rate - perhaps 
one-filth of the $500 fee said 


to have been charged by one 
Vancouver doctor. 

“Perhaps this way we could 
control this and get the 
facilities we need." added 
Haddock. 

He said there are also 831 
sterilizations waiting to be 
done. 

"If tliis compounds then at 
the end of 1971 we are going 
to be iq pretty’ serious trouble 
as far as surgical beds are 
concerned,” he said. 

Saanich Mayor Hugh Curtis 
said he agreed that there is a 
serious problem, and that a 
special department attached 
to a hospital could be a help. 


“I wouldn’t want to be a 
party to an abortion clinic, 
though.” he said. Curtis was 
opposed to tlie idea of fees, 
which gave the impression 
that abortions were only for 
those who could afford them. 

Oak Bay Mayor Francis 
Elford agreed with Curtis. 

"I am not in favor of the 
user paying unless you are 
also going to make die man 
who gets drunk and drives his 
car [>ay for any injury he 
causes to others," she said. 

Haddock was asked to 
prepare a written submission 
for discussion by the hospital 
advisory committee.

confidence trickster, he said. 
Those who might have suf¬ 
fered losses from the fraud 
were experienced business¬ 
men and were aware they 
were involved in a risky 
enterprise, he noted. 


Drake said he did not feel 
prison would have a rehabili¬ 
tating effect on Marquardt, 
but that he had to consider 
the “public interest" in pass¬ 
ing, s an t e n c e . This parti¬ 
cularly included the question 
of the sentence acting as a 
deterrent to other persons 
who might be tempted to 
attempt the same type of 
crime. 

In a submission before 
sentence was passed, defence 
lawyer David Williams asked 
Drake to consider either a 
suspended sentence . or a 
nominal jail term of one day 
and a fine as punishment. 


He said there f was “no 
public injury” involved in the 
fraud. Ultimately “the only 
person who has suffered is 
Marquardt himself.” Williams 
said, noting that finally tlie 
firm Marquardt defrauded. 
V.I. Shipyards, owed hjm a 
“considerable sum” of money. 

Williams said Marquardt’s 
explanation of his actions was 
that he was attempting to 
evade income tax and added 
that if he had been charged 
under the Income Tax Act. he 
would likely have received a 
fine as punishment 


Marquardt had already suf¬ 
fered considerable punish¬ 
ment by being publicly 
indicted, tried, and convicted 
on the fraud charge, Williams 
said. 

He noted that -Marquardt 
was manned and had three 
small children and that three 
witnesses had testified as to 
his good character. 


Prosecutor Brian Smith told 
Drake lie felt a suspended 
sentence ora fine would be 
“inappropriate" a s punish¬ 
ment because others would 
not be deterred from Commit¬ 
ting similar crimes by it. He 
noted that Marquardt had 
engaged in “a scheme over a 
period of time” to take 
money from V.I. Shipyards. 

The 12 counts on which 
Marquardt was convicted in¬ 
volved more than $22,500 
diverted from VJ. Shipyards’ 
accounts in late 1968 and 
early 1969. 


“Tlie existence of the 
mining claims was known to 
us prior to purchase,” board 
chairman Hugh Curtis 
acknowledged at a board 
meeting. 

“It is a sad fact of life on 
Vancouver Island that it is 
virtually impossible to make 
an extensive land purchase 
without discovering that 
many years ago mineral 
rights were handed to various 
private companies or that 
around the turn of the 
century certain areas were 
staked as mining claims." 

“Whether the mining com¬ 
pany will accept our decision 
and abandon its claims re¬ 
mains to be seen.

"But I would like tliis board 
to go on record now’ as being 
determined to fight any and 
every move that could be 
detrimental to a wilderness 
area purchased to be held in 
perpetuity for the people of 
the Capital Region. 

“The 1.700 acres of land we 
have purchased in East Sooke 
is now a park and a park, it 
must remain.” said Curtis. 

Curtis made his statements 
after hearing from the 
board’s solicitor, Douglas 
Patterson. 

In a letter & the board 
Citex Mines Ltd. said it held 
certain mineral claims on the 
Sooke Peninsula, which had 
been the object of exploration 
programs since 1968. 

“The disruption caused by 
tlie delays from the Regional 
Parks Board are critical to us 
and we solicit your utmost co¬ 
operation in settling fhis 
matter immediately, ,J said 
tlie letter. 

“We have raised public 
money on the Vancouver 
Stock Exchange to spend on 
these programs and we are 
under a serious obligation to 
our shareholders *and the 
Vancouver Stock Exchange to 
complete this program im¬ 
mediately.” added the letter. 

Patterson said that in his 
view tlie land in East Sooke is 
already occupied for other 
than mining purposes and 
Citex Mines would have to get 
in touch with tlie district 
before entering tlie property.

If tiie firm was unable to 
reach an agreement with tlie 
region then the company 
would have to make a sub¬ 
mission to the gold commis¬

“The Capital Regional

“We are sure that you can

damages.” 

Curtis said that while tlie 
mineral claims lvere known to 
the board when the park 
property w’as purchased it 
had been hoped that it would 
be some time before it be¬ 
came necessary to defend tlie 
parkland against tlie incur¬ 
sions by a mining company.

He said the request from 
Citex Mines asking for per¬ 
mission to proceed with work 
in the park had been received 
early in December. 

“There was never any 
doubt in my mind as to w’hat 
our answer to that request 
should be. but before intro¬ 
ducing the issue into the 
public forum it was felt that 
it would be wise to seek a 
legal opinion,” said Curtis.

Tlie number of courses that 
could be taken would be 
limited to “no more than six 
units of w’ork in any given 
academic session.”

Fields said such students 
might thus miss some of "tlie 
most important” features of 
university study — “social 
and intellectual exchange with 
their peer group.” 

“These students may turn 
out to be real whiz-kids, but 
very ungainly socially,” lie 
said, suggesting that the 
situation could arise with 
such regulations wherein 
students were able to gradu¬ 
ate from university at 19 
years of age. 


Mrs. Kennedy said she 
thought there was little 
danger of the type envisioned 
by Fields as the students 
were generally those who 
would be accelerated In only 
one or two subjects and would 
o t h erwise be progressing 
regularly. 

At the same meeting, 
senate decided to table, with¬ 
out discussion, a report from 
a committee dealing with 
structuring of tlie academic 
year. 
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
